Now is the 
wap, the truth and the life pꝛouided of God, 
and pꝛofered vnto men, to allure, guide, 
and bzing them thꝛough all earthly dangers 
bnto heauenly iopes. Now bee the enill 
daies and parlous limes: and now is the 
day of ſalnation , the acceptable time. Foz 
euen now God calleth moſt erneſtly bnto 
men, ſecing them in greateſt dangers, offes 
ring them his exceeding mercies, ſaying : 
Come vnto me all pee that trauell and bee 
burdained, and I ſhall eaſe and refreſh you. 
Come now when as A doe call, walke now 
whileſt vee haue light. How is the wozld 
woꝛthilp condemned to be vtterly deffroted, 
becauſe that light is come into the world, 
and men louing wozldlp darknefſe moze 
than godlv light, doe refuſe Gods mercies, 
and prouoke Gods vengeance. Now is ſuch 
calling and crying to enter with Chꝛiſt the 
Bid egꝛzome into the chamber of comfozt, 
as threatncth the ſhoꝛtly ſhutting vp of the 
gates ofgrace, againft all them which will 
not come when as they be called, but tarrie 
to take their parts and poztions with hipo- 
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crites in outward darkneſſe, which is foz 
the Diuell and his Angell s pꝛouided. Now 
the Pꝛinte of dacknefſe knowing his time 
to bes ſhoꝛt, dothmoſfuriouſly rage to de- 
ſtroy man : and God therefoze ſeeing man 
in greateſt danger and neceſſitie, doth now 
molt euidently offer his ſauing health vnto 
man in the face of Jeſus Chꝛiſt his Sonne. 
Not in the face of Ch2iſfs bodie which is 
falfly figured in colours and caruings, but 
in the face of Chꝛiſſs connerſation and docs 
trine, which is ſo truely and clearely re- 
healed in holy Scriptures, that it cannot 
be couered and hid from any man, but a- 
lone from them, whole faithleſſe vnderſtan⸗

eſxne and perceiued, but by the light of 
the Goſpell chewing the fate of Chꝛiſt God 
and man, the fanour and grace of God tos 


wardes inan, in the d A and doc tt ine of 
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Chꝛiſt Jeſus,which is the way, the life, and 
the truth, which is by the Goſpellſs ſhewed 
and ſet foꝛth afoꝛe all men, as maketh moſt 
vn to the ſhamefull confuſion and vtter per- 
dition of them that will refuſe it, and vnto 
the exceeding comkoꝛt and aſlured ſaluation 
of them that doe receiüe it. Foz the ſame 
ſo2ts of ſinnes which cauſed ſundry plagues 
in ſundrie plates afo:c times, bee all toge⸗ 
ther fullie flowing into this wicked wo2ld 
at this time: and the ſame ſaluation that 
was pꝛomiſed vnto the Fathers, witneſſed 
by the law and the Pꝛophets, ſignified by 
ſacrifices , ſcaled by Sacraments, and ſha- 
dowed in Ceremonies afo2e-time, is now 
plainely and plentifully by the light of the 
Goſpell through power of Gods ſpirit pꝛe⸗ 
ſented and p2ofered onto vs in this time. 
Therefoꝛe to eſcape from under many dan⸗ 
gers, and to tome vnto great comfozt, fo 
walke in the way of ſaluation pꝛomiſed bn- 
to the Fathers and performed vnto vs, ſha- 
dowed in the law and reuealed in the Gof- 
pell, a man mnff not fleepe in flothfulneſſe 
vnder dangers, no2 truſt oz ſtay in the 
ſignes and ſhadowes of Sacrifices and Ce⸗ 
remonies , noz in the letter of the law = 
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inthe perſons of P2ophets and P2eachers: 
but vſe all theſe things as meanes to make 
him mindfull of Chailt onelv, in whome by 
faith man may ener find and obtaine mercy 
and grace, helpe and comfoꝛt plentifully. 
Foꝛhe that feeleth by faith how that the Fa- 
ther hath giuen Chriſt his deare Sonne fs 
die foꝛ man, he ſhall find in experience how 
that God hath made, and doth guide and 
giue all creatures as is beſt foz the neceſſi- 
tie and commoditie of man. 

And as the wonderfull wiſedome of God 
doth neuer make any pꝛouiſion but ſuch as 
is neceſſarie, ſo the great mercifull goodnes 
af God doth euer pꝛouide ſufficient ſuccour 
fo2 all them that be in danger of extremitte. 
Therefozz God hath now ſent the light of 
the Goſpell , ſo clearely and openly aboli. 
hing ſinne, and ſhadowes, and figures, as 
is ſufficient to put away any manner of 
darkneſſe, and as ſhould not haue beene ne⸗ 
tellarie. if God had not foꝛeſeene hs to haue 
now come under many moꝛe and greater 
dangers , at this our time, than other men 
did in their times. :

CHAP; II. 
The light of the Goſpell ſhewerh comfortable 


ae in all chings. 


here is but one way of ſal⸗ 
1:5; uation in Chziſt onelp , and 
that hath ener beene at di 
uers times dinerſly renealed 
0 Was God hath fo2eſeene to be 
e mot erpedientandneceſſary. 
And this ſaluation cannot be gotten by 
mans wozkes,in keeping of the law. but it is 
freelv giuen by Gods grace tothe b*leners 
of the Gaſpell. The righteouſneſſe of the 
law of God is (a hrauie a poke by reaſon 
of the infirmitie of mans fleſh, as no man 
is able to beare:the glad tidings of rhe Goſ- 
pell of Chꝛiſt by reaſon of the grace of God 
be ſo cleere and comfo2table vnto the faith- 
full, as canſeth all things to be vnfo them 
pleaſant and pꝛoſitable. So Abraham hea⸗ 
ring and beleening the pꝛomiſe in his ſerde, 
which wis the glad tidings in Chꝛiſt to 
come, felt no loſſe no2 lacke, neither of his 
nattuecountrey and kinred from whence he 
wascalled neither ofhis dcare —_— 


e 
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was commanded to be ſacrificed, but had 
great abundance of all riches, with a ſurer 
pzomife of bleſſed ſucceſſion, and large 
lands of poſſeſſion , and was by imputation 
ofrighteouſneTe taken and named to be the 
friend of God, and the father of the faithlull. 
So Adam which did not by any ability of 
frewill perfectly obey Gods commaunde⸗ 
ment to continue in the pleaſures of Paras 
diſe: did (by hearing and beleeuing the glad 
tidings that the ſede of the woman ſhould 
bzeake the head of the Serpent) eſcape all 
danger of finne and damnation, thaongh all 


tentations , troubles, and trauels in this 


woꝛld vnto top and glozie everlaſting in the 
kingdome of God. 

Heere is an example in Adam at the firſt, 
ſewing vnto all men that ſhould come af- 
ter fo euer, that nothing is ſo god that it 
map continue commodious, e comkoꝛtable 
bnto man without faith in Chꝛiſt by the 
light of the Goſpell,no2 nothing ſo euill, but 
that it ſhall ſerne by the grace of God vnto 
the p2offt and pleaſure ef them that belene 
in Chzilt accoꝛding to the Goſpell. Pea the 
righteous law of God, which is a heauy 
poke charging man — thẽ he is _ 
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to beare,declaring ſinne and woꝛking w2:ath 
when it is ſeparated from the Goſpell and 
faith in Chailt, bꝛingeth curſing, death, and 
damnation vnta man: but being well vſed 
to dꝛiue and foꝛce men bntothe comfozt and 
perfection of the Goſpell bp faith in Chzitt, 
it is both holy and righteous in it ſelfe , 
and alſo good and p2ofitable onto man, 
Let bs therefs:e ſo abuſe nothing , as it 
map dzaw and ſtape vs from faith in 
Chziff, and the liberty of his Goſpell: 
but ſo rightly vſe the law in all things, 
as they may beſt further and bzing vs vnto 
Chaift and his Goſpell, 


CHAP, III. 


Abriefe expoſition of the law, wherein any 
wan may learne to ſec and know himſelfe. 


Ve firft ſetting foꝛth of the 
Koa lawof God vnto man, ſo as 
in viiting it ſhould p2ocade 
2 thꝛoughout all the wozld, was 
e in the wildernes at the mount 
Sinai, when as the Iſraelites (deliuered 
put at Egypt thꝛough the red (ea) _— — 
ſem 
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ſembled and: fod round about the lower 
parts of the mountaine, and the Lo2d vp⸗ 
on the mountaine in flaming fire, ſmoke, 
cloud ; fozme and thunder pꝛeſentlp ſpake 
and ſaid, 


lam the Lord thy God. 


O moꝛtall man conſider with what reue⸗ 
rence, lone, and diligence thon heareſt, re- 
membzeſt, and regar deſt this law. then pꝛo⸗ 
nounced of the eternall God, with fuch ter⸗ 
rible ſights and ſignes, and now conueped 
and commended vnto thy eares, & epes, by 
ſo many ſounding voices & viſible letters, 
as make euerv wo2d and iot euerv where 
moft enident and pꝛeſent to be ſeene and 
heard of thee: the Lo2d thy God hath ſo ſpo⸗ 
ken and w2itten theſe wo2ds, that they ſhall 
fo ever by letters and voites be bꝛought 
onto thine eares and eyes, in ſuch ſoꝛt as 
thou maycft euer heare and ſee, and ſhoul⸗ 
deft take and keepe the law of God as a light 
tommending the righteoulneſſe of God, and 
confounding the vnrighteouſneſſe of man. x 
18a god Tutoꝛ oꝛ Scholemaſter, to bꝛing 

man 
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man from all pꝛeſumption of himlſelfe, ta- 
wards a ſure faith and truſt in Chꝛiſt. See 
therefoze how wonderfully, and how plains 
ly the eternall GD D from the maunt 
Sinai by infinite woꝛds and waitings(pea- 
keth vnto thee in all places at enerp time, O 
moztall man, ſaping,l am the Lord thy God, 
This ſhould with wo2e thankfull renerence 
be heard and remembꝛed, than if all men 
would ſay and aſlure thee , that they be thy 
friends, their gold thy god, their riches thy 
treaſures,and that all which is theirs ſhould 
be thine. Foꝛ God hath well aſared ther of 
bis goodneſſe. 


Which brought thee our of the land 
of Egypt, out of the houſe of bondage. 


Theſe woꝛds well taken and applied bn- 
to bs, be of maze waightie matter, than is 
the ſfo2y ofthe bareletter,ſpoken and refer- 
red vnto the Iſraelites onely. Fo2 whenas 
theſe two things, the fo2v in the letter, and 
the miſterie in the full matter, be not ſepa · 
rated in ſunder, but ioyned together. Then 
Pharao king of Egypt, is alſo ( by ſigniſica- 
tion) the diuell Pzince of darkneſle: Their 
paſſage thzough the red Dea, wherein their 
onemies 
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enemies were dꝛowned, is alſs our rege⸗ 
neration in baptiſme; whereby our enemies 
be ſubdued, both fleſhly luſts daily mozti- 
fied, and ſpirituall powers continnallp van⸗ 
quiſhed. Manna Angels fd as raine from 
the clouds ſcattered amongſt them is alſo 
the true linely fode of the woꝛd of God, ont 
ofthe hearts of the P2eachers plentifully 
powred amongſt vs. Riners of water run- 
ning out of the ſtony rocke to refreſh them, 
is alſo abundance of the ſpirit , p:oceeding 
from the Father and the Sonne, to reple- 
nich vs, and many ſuch matters ſo conered 
and cloſed vnder figures and ſhadowes vn⸗ 
to them, as could ſcarce then be percciued, 
which be all now without any ſtrange co- 
lours of darke ſhadowes plainly and plenti- 
fully miniſtred vnto vs. Therefoꝛe hearing 
02 reading thele wo2ds. Iamthe Lord thy 
God, which brought thee out of the land 
of Egypt, out of the houſe of bondage; Know 
that the eternall God, ſpeaketh vnto thee, 
D moztall man, which walk by thine owne 
coxrupt nature a child of w2ath,conered and 
kept in darkneſſe to ſerue in ſinne vnder 
Dathan, and art now from thence by Gods 
mercy and grace deliuered and þzought into 
the

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the houſehold of God as a Citizen with 


Saintes to ſerue God in ſuch holinefle | 


and righteouſneſſe as is acceptable afoze 
him all the daies of thy life. Foz her is 
the Lord that hath all power and authoy- 
tie. He is thy God, that is, all gracious 
goodnefſe with exceeding loue and fauour 
bnto thee, which ſaith, 


Thou ſhalt haue none ether Gods 
but me. 


Thou deluered out of darkneſle of ſinne 
and danger of damnation, to walke by 
the light of the tructh in the way of 
righteouſneſſe vnto eternall ſaluation : ſhalt 
haue, ſhalt honour o2 ſerue, belene oz ton 
feffe, with pꝛaier, thanks oz waiſe no other 
Gods, which be all idols, falſe fezmes and 
faſhions of creatures craftily counterfaited 
by dinellich illuſion in mans imagination, 
ſo that thou ſhalt not take any ſuch vanity to 
be thy God: but me, which am indeede of 
perfect and infinite being and power,good- 
neſſe and glozp , euen J onelp ama lining 
God, and all others be no Gods, but vaine 
Idols and wicked diuels. Therefoze J gine 
thee this commaundement as a Wan

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3 | and charge, fo2 thee to-flpe from all enils, 


dangers,2nd damnation comming by them, 
that thon mapeſt haue all good things 
with life and ſalnationonely ofme. 

Thou ſhalt not make vnto thy ſelfe 
any grauen Image, nor the likeneſſe of 
my thing that is in heauen aboue, or in 
earth beneath, nor in the water vnder 
the earth. Thou ſhalt not bow downe 
tothem,, nor worſhip them. For I the 
Lord thy God am a iealous God, and

Thou, creafed and made by the infinite

mongſt men, thou ſhalt ſearch in the holy 
Scriptures, defire of God in faithfull pꝛay⸗ 
ers, and declare, and witneſſe in time erpe⸗ 
dient the truth of God in ths name of God.

O man baniſhed gut of pleaſant Para⸗ 
diſe foz thy ſinne, vnta painful penance vpon 
earth, to eate there thy bꝛead in the (weat 
of thy face, all the daies of thy life, and yet 
by the grace of God haning p2ouided and 
granted vnfo thee fo2 reliefe, and releaſe, a 
holy Sabboth gf ſalace in the L oꝛd thy God, 
now in all tranell and labours duly ſeruing 
thine owne necellitie, thou maiſt and ſhenl- 
deft fiele cheerefull comfo2t in mindfull res 
membzance of keeping a holy Sabboth vnto 
Gods gloꝛy. And as the laſt day and end of 


the werke was the Sabboth of the Jewes:

neſſe of minde receiue moꝛe ſpirituall com 
fot: yea and euerp man p2iuately hath ma- 
ny tuft occaſions of ſome reſt and quietnefle, 
after his labours and buſineſſe. Seeing ther⸗ 
fo2e that all painfull labour s pe rtaine vnto 
penance deſerued by ſinne of man, and all 
comfoztable reſts be gracious gifts of Gods 
godneſle vnto the relicfe ⁊ releaſe of mans 
miſeries. Remember that thou keepe holy the 
Sabboth day, in thy painfull labours, thou 
Galt continue, chere , and refrefh thy ſelfe 
withcomfeztable rememb2ace of goſtip ref 
and quietnefſe.

Occaſion thou ſhalt of God be dimiſſed from 
bodily buſineſſe vnto ſpirituall reſt and qui- 
etnes, which time at the laſt day of the wake 
and the end of all thy wozks and bufineſſe, 
thou chalt euer kepe holy, euer reſerue and 
referre wholly unte the Lo2d thy God: 
Js it thou hilt doe no manner of work, 
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then ſhalt thou not be trobled with wazldly 
affairs,02 bodily buſines, but receining com; 
fozt E conſolation of the Lo2d.render thanks 
and pꝛaile with ioy e gladneſſe of mind : foz 
in remem bꝛing to moꝛtiſie thy fleſh with bo - 
dily labours vpon the wozke daies, thy mind 
tall not he wearied, but well diſpoſed vnte 
all charitable exerciſes & godly meditations 
bpon the holy dap. vpon the day & time gran⸗ 
ted and giuen of God vnto thee , that then

and reſſed the 7 day: ſhewing by examples a 
pleaſatreſtſhuld remain after y end of time

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conſumed in labours. Whercfore the Lord 
bleſſed the ſeuenth day & hallowed it.Wher- 
foꝛe O man, the Loꝛd God hath bleffed the 
time ok his reſt from thy labour s, with moſt 
pleaſant bleffings vnto all creatures, and 
hallowed it in moff acceptable feruice 
bnto himſelſe. Wherefoze thou remem- 
bzing with| diligence the diſpatch of all 
woꝛldly wozkes in due time, to kepe all 
thy reſt euer wholly and holp vnto the Lo2d, 
Halt moſt and beft pꝛaiſe God, pleaſe other, 
and comfoztithine owne conſcience , acco2- 
ding as thou half heere example and com- 
mandement ofthe Loꝛd God.

Becauſsthon art a child of ſuch folly and 
frailnefſe , that thou canſt not ſufkicientlię 
pꝛouide foꝛ thy felfe, no2 charitably live in 
o2der and kepe company with other, dut 
by the fatherly pzotection and pꝛouilion df 
ſuch as J the Lozd thy God. df fatherly 
affection towards thee , haue placed in all- 
thozitie ouer thee.

Ihou ſhal not commit adnltery. 
Thou whom God hath created like vnto 
his pure Image, and vnto whom hee hath 
made a felow helper in like foꝛme.to be con- 
pled together in honourable matrimonie, fo; 
the godly continuance of thy kind in lucceſ⸗ 
ſton, ſhalt either keepe thv ſelfe chal in pure 
virginitie, oz elſe in ſanctified matrimonit 
line with thy poake · fellow onely: ſs that no 
filthy luſt in thy hart,loke of thine epe, oꝛge⸗ 
ture in any part of thy bodie delle thy fleſh 
with adulterv, with any maner of cozruptib 
contraris vnto the purenes of godly matri- 
mony. Fo2 all filthy luſt coming of that ſed 
which God hath created in nature, x ſanctt- 
fied in wedlock, vnto p increaſe of mankind, 
when as it is not diſpoſed and vled in 5 2 
F re ine 
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lineſſe of matrimonie, bnto the bleſſing of 
ſucceNion, then doth it vnnaturally and vn- 


godly delle, delude, and dꝛiue bodie and 


minde of man to abnſe, refuſe, and bꝛeake 
godly wedlocke unto the coꝛruption, curſe, 
and perdition-of man, his (de, and ſucceſſi- 
on. Therefo:e thon ſhalt anoide all ſuch 
bunaturaineTe, ſuch vngodlinefſe, and ſuch 
coxuption. curſe, and perdition, and kerpe 
thy ſelfe pure in lpirit, in ſoule, and bodie, 
if thou keepe this commaundement duly, 


Thou ſhalt not ſteale. 


Thou hauing of Gods gracious gift bo⸗ 
die and ſoule „ Which by reaſon of Gods 
plentifull pꝛouiſion, can neuer bee btterly 
deſtitute of any thing neceſſarie, ſhalt by no 
craft oꝛ crueltie , kexpe oꝛ conuay from anp 
man any thing that is his, accoꝛding to law 
and equitie, oꝛ that ſhould ſerue vnto his 
temfoꝛt o2 releefe, accoꝛding togodly cha- 
ritie. Foz as God the onelp Lord ouer all, 
hath diſpoſed e giuen vnto all, ſeeing © pꝛo⸗ 
viding beſt fo2 euery man his necefſitie, lo 
ſhould enery man ber beſt content to veeld 

him⸗ 
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himſelfe vnto Gods Oꝛdinance and pzont. | 
dence, not willing, noꝛ ſeeking any p2offt oz 
pleaſure vnto himſelfe, by bzeaking the oz 
dinance , and refuſing the pꝛouidente of 
God , in getting any thing vncharitably 
from man. Thereloꝛe to auoide the danger 
of deſpiſing Gods D2dinance and pꝛoui⸗ 
dence, and to line in the law of loue and 
charitie, thou art charged and taught bp 
this commaundement, not bnlawfully tg 
take from any man any thing that hee hath 
of his owne , ne2 bncharitably to keepe 
from him any thing that he needeth of thine. 


Thou ſhalt not bearefalſe wirneſſe a. 
gainſt thy neighbour, 


Thou hauing a tongue, and other 
meanes to witneſſe the truth, vato the ho⸗ 
nour of G O D and p2offit of men, ſhalt by | 
no manner of meanes, denie the truth, oz 
fo:ce lies, which is alwaies a diſhonouring 
of God, with danger and damage bnt9 
man. Foz as God is the authour of all 
truth, and the Dinell the father of all lies: 
ſo all examinations of truths, and occaſtons 
of lies, be trials caufing the childzenof _ 
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und of the Dinell, to confeſſe and bffer the 
willes and wozkes of their fathers. Zhere- 
fo2e that thou maieſt ſhew thy ſelfe a childe 
pf God, and not of the Diuell, thou ſhalt 
neuer make 82 maintaine any lies, but euer 
confeſſe and confirme any truth as chal bee 
erpedient fo> thy neighbonr, And note that 
blind p2dpheltes, all foꝛged lies, all falſe 
ae and vntrue tydings, all fained flat- 
eries, and enuious ſlanders, and all vncha⸗ 
ritable diſtembling oꝛ deceitfull counterfei- 
ting bf any thing be diueliſh contrarings of 
Gods truth, againſt thy neighbour, againſt 
that dutie, which thou oweſt of charitie vn- 
to thy neighbour. 


Thou ſhalt not cover thy neighbours 
houſe, thou ſhalt not couet thy neigh- 
bours wife, nor his ſeruant, nor hismaide, 


nor his oxe, nor his aſſe, nor any thing 
that is his. 


Thou walking afoze the face of God, 
Whoſe spes behold all ſecrets, euen in the 
bottome of thy heart, ſhalt not cover, ſhalt 
not will oz wich, thy neighbours houſe, any 


poſſeſſion 
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er of perſon , lands oꝛ gods, which 
s thy neighbours, to be thine, nor any thing 

that is his, no2 any thing to be thine which is 
giuen of Gad not vnto thee, but vnto him, 
Pea the p2ofit, oꝛ pleaſure of any thing that 
is thy neighbours, ſhall not ſtirre vp in the 
a luſt to haue it thp-ſelfe : but rather any 
lacke oz ncode that thou maieſt ſee in thy 
neighbour ſhall make thee to helpe him if 
thou bee able, and euer mone. thee hartily 
fo pꝛav and deſire of God all goodnes vnta 
him, euen as vnto thy ſelfe, accozding to the 
lawof loueand perfection. 


CHAP, IIII. 


The Jawfull vſing of the law is to force men 
by feare of their owne deſeruings, to ſſie 
vnto Chriſt in the comfortable hobt of the 
Goſpell. 


gn GOD thich of his 
| [3/3 godneſſe did make thee per⸗ 
fett and pure in thy creation, 

\ doth now by his righteous 
law require of thee ſuchholt- 
neſſe and perfection , as is 
accoy 
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gcco2ding vnto that integritie , which thou 
then receinedt of his Maieſtie. And alſo he 
p2omiſeth bleffings and life vnto the kee- 
pers, and thꝛeatneth curſings and death vn- 
to the bꝛeakers of this his righteons, good, 
and perfit law. Therefoꝛe conſidering and 
comparing thine owne habilitie and obe 
dience , with the righteauſneſſe and equitie 
ofthis law, thou maiſt in it as in a glaſſe a⸗ 
foze the Maieſtie of God, under bleſſings 


and turſings, bet wirt life and death, ſ& eui⸗ 


dently thy face, and caſe, thy conuerſation, 

ſfate, and condition, 
But if thou leaue loking into this law, 
and follow the flattcrie of thine owne fan- 
taſie, thou ſhalt deceiue thy ſelfe dangersuſ- 
ly, not onely in negligence, but alſo in la- 
bouring to confefſe thy ſelfe afoꝛe God duly. 
Foꝛ as the Phariſte that compared himſelfs 
with the Publican,ſo thou in giuing thanks 
vnto God foꝛ all that thou thinkeſf god in 
thy ſelte, and being bold to pꝛeferre thy ſelfe 
to ſome other , fo2 the euils which thou 
knoweſt in them, ſhalt ſo deſerne to depart 
lelle iuſtiſted, and further from the fauour 
of Gad, andloue of thy neighbour: fo2 the 
Mozs that thou doeſt compare thine _ 
£49 
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weldoings, with the euill doings of other, 
the leſle ſhalt thou diſpoſe and ſubmit thy 
ſelfe, to recetue mercie of God, andfo beare 
the infirmities of thy bꝛother. 

But when as thau doeſt examine thine 
owne conſcience and indge thine owne 
dedes, by the law of God, afo2e the face of 
God, then ſhalt thou find ſuch euils inwards 
lv, as ſhall giue the great occaſfon to bee ſo 
earnelly occupied in refozming thy ſelfe 
that outwardly thou canf not bebold either 
6 glazie in thy ſelfe, oz ts iudge any a- 

er. 

They which haue not the right vſe of the 
Law, can haue no true knowledge of 
ſinne, but thou that wilt indge thy ſelfe by 
the Law, ſhalt f&le what is in thy ſelle a⸗ 
gainſt the Law. 

Foz if thou doe not find thy ſelfe guiltie 
in hauing any [range God, pet ſhalt thou 
finde manp and great faultes in thy ſelfe 
againſt the firſt commanndement , lo often 
as thou doeſt conſider and remember that 
thou doeſt not perfectly with all thy heart, 


with all thy minde, and with all thy might, 


Lone, Reuerence, Feare, Truſt, Pꝛaiſe, 


and confeſſe the Eternall liuing G © - 
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as thy only Lord and God. 
And thou neuer honour , noꝛ make anp 
Image in any matter carued oꝛ painted, pet 


ſo olt as thou doeſt imagine the dininitie of 


God vnder any fo2me o2 faſhion in thy 
minde, and imagination, thou makeſt ſuch 
kind of imagerie , as is by the ſecond com⸗ 
manndement fozbidden bnto the. Yea and 
ſooft as thou makeſt oz takeſt any Image 
carved 82 painted, to be like vnto Chalk 
God and man, ſo oft thou pꝛeſumeſt ta liken 
the fouleſt abhomination in the woꝛld, vnto 
him that is moſt glo2icug in eſtimation a⸗ 
foze God, fo2 man being a lyar meketh and 
taketh an Image that hath eyes and ſeeth 
not, eares and heareth not, as though it 
were like bnio Chꝛiſt Jeſus : but Gods 
woꝛd which is truth, witneſſeth that all ſuch. 
Images be not like vnto Chꝛiſt. but bnto 
Wolaters which make them, and put their 
truſt in them. Undoubtedly there is no true 
knowledge of Chꝛiſt learned of Gods wo2d, 
but a falſe Jdoll of Chꝛiſt ſoꝛged by imagi⸗ 
nation in the heartes of them, that can bee 
tontent to ſav that Chꝛiſt their Sauiour is 
cke vnto any ſuch vile thinges. And alſo in 


-| imagerie of other things, many men doe 


much 
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muth offend , in eſteeming moze the baine 
counterfeit made by man, than the good 
creature made bp God. 

Alſo negligently to heare 62 reade the 
woꝛd and name of God, oz to pꝛap without 
deuotion: Pea not to heare, reade and con⸗ 
feſſe God and his truth with reuerence, di⸗ 
ligence, pꝛaiſe, thankes, and pꝛayer, fo off 
as thou maiſt haue occaſton , is condemied 
by the third tommaundement, which requi⸗ 
rethhoncur due vnto Gods name. 

The fourth commaundement requireth 
perfit diligence in all due labours, anda 

minde neuer wearted . but alwapes deligh⸗ 
ted with godly meditations: :ſo as anp man 
may thereby euer find himſelfe kaultie, both 
in labour. and reſt. 

Then doth a man b:eake the fift com 
maundement, when as hee doth not with 
all earneſt diligence and louing obedience, 
obey and maintaine all god oꝛders among 
men. 

Thon ſinneſt againſt the ſict as a mur⸗ 
therer, if thou ſuffer a neighbour bncharv 
tably to periſh , when as it is in thy power 
to relecue him. 


Thou art guiltie as an adulterous wy 
, 
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ton, again thWenenth commaundement, 
ſo oft as any filthie luſt doth inflame thy 
fleſh, And ik thy filthie luſt bee ſatisfied in 
any abuſe of naturall ſeed, then is thy ſinne 
not only a vile coꝛruption of nature, but al- 
ſo a Sodomiticall abhomination contr arit 
vnto nature. = 
If thou line in idleneſſe bpon other mens 
labours, oꝛ dde not get righteouſiv and be- 
ſtow charitably, ſo much knowledge and 
comfozt; meates, money , and all manner 
of gods, as thou may be able by all honefk, 
aud godly: wayes, thou art then indged a 
theke by the eight tommaundement. 

Ak thou make any manner of lies, 04 but 
faintly and vnfaithfully defend thy neigh⸗ 
bours truth; and honeftie, thou art condem⸗ 
ned of falſe witnelle againſt thy neigh⸗ 
bonr; in the ninth tommaundement. 
Finally if in conſidetation of thy neceſſi⸗ 
tie, thou dae not anly deſtre and take as ſtif- 
ficient ol Gods plentie pꝛouided vnto thee, 
but in læing any thing faire oꝛ god pertai⸗ 
ning onto thy neighbour, dorſt couet the 
paofit, oz pleaſure, pꝛopertie oꝛ poſſeſſion of 
the ſame fram him vnto the, then doo thou 
offend afoze God againſt man. Pea euerie 
D ſuch 
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ſuch luſt lying in thy hes may be pertei⸗ 
ued by the tenth commanndement to bee 


finne , "albeit ſo ſecret , that Paul ſaith hee 
ſhould not haue knowne it, but by this com« 
. maundement which ſaith , Thon ſhalt not 
chuet. 

Surely ſuch knowledge of finne com- 
meth by this Law, that when as anyman 
in his owneconſcience afo:e the fate of God; 
will truely meaſure by the line of this law, 
how farrehe is fallen from the righteouſnes 
accoptable vnto God, into ſinne abhomina- 
bly offending God, then ſhall hee perceine 
tbat th2ongh the infirmity of his owne fleſh, 
hee doth fall ſofarre from all power of fre 
wil, ſrom all habilitie to perfo2me fully his 
dutie vnto God, that in himſelfe he tan haut 
ns hope to eſtape the rigoz of the Law , the 
letter of the Law which killeth, curſeth, 
and condemneth all faults, infirmities and 
imperfections in man, bnto whom God diy 
pit in creation both pureneſle aud perfec 

ton 

Therefoze as in him that peſumeth to 
bee iuſtified by his d&des in doing-of this 
Law, any impureneſſe and imperfectionis

So the Iſraelites in wilderncCe, imme- 
Nin tel after their grineous idolatrie vnto 
Calle, being bꝛought vnder feare 
of the Law , vnts afeling of themſelues, 
were recouered with comfo2t in the pꝛomiſe 
of od 1 to bee raiſed vp of God vnto 
them, er their bzethzen. And continually 
all the dayes of loſua, the iudges, and the 
Kings,and ſo fozth,ſooft as by any plagues, 
p2eachings and thzeatnings of the Law, | 
they were b2onght vnto true feeling and 
confeſſing af themſelues and their owne 
faultes, they euer learned to ſlie vnto Gods 
pꝛomiſes, and to finde retouerie in his mer⸗ 
Lies : but when as they followed their owns 
fantaſies flattering themſelnes , then did 
they continually fall from enill vnto wozſe 
ſins, and ſoꝛrowes, miſeries and milchiefes. 
Foz in continuance of times and lacke of 
grace, they loſt Judges, Ringes, and good 
Gonernours of theire owne vtterly, mp 
and their Countrie were bzonghtin ſu 
tion to ſerue vnto ſtrangers. Their Tem. 
pie, Gods houſe made to bee repleniſhed 
with riches of godlinelle , . 
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à denne of theues , which did rob Edd of 
his honour, and Gods people of much ri⸗ 
ches, and of all manner of godlineſſe: and 
in the place of gedly Pzieftes., and true 
P2ophets, falſe flatterers, and ambitious 
Pꝛelates, did by many meanes dꝛaw men 
from God, vnto their tradittons, to labour 
in conſciente, vnder vntollerable byrdens. 
Wherefoze, as afozetime God had bythe 
erneltie of Pharao dziuen them out of E- 
gipt, to bee allured And lead by metke Mo- 
ſes- toward the Land of Y2omile, ſo then at 
that time did God dine them by thoſe enils 
fcom ſeruing under the letter of the Law, 
which killeth, to bee called by Chꝛiſt at his 


comming , onto the libertie of the Goſpell, 


which by the ſpir it quickneth,'S0 all things 
that be done in the woꝛld and truely w2ittcn 


in holy Scriptures pertaining vnto the 


Law and the Gofpell, ſerue to declare and 
witneſſe, that all men bee ſinners, and all 
their derdes deferue damnation, and that 
God in many thinges ſheweth mercie vnto 
all men, and that he alſo giveth aboundancs 
of mereie ; and grace, v nto ſo many as be 
leuehis pzomiſe made vnto them in Chꝛiſt

dAherefoze vow after fuffitient experiente,

pittie , thꝛough the merits and meanes of 
Chiilt his ſonne, by the power and pꝛeſence 
of the holy Ghoſt , euer wozking and wit.

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how that the holy Ghoſt by faith in Chiiff, 
doth purge mens harts from all vngodlines,

Super ſtitious hvpocrites,can ſe no fece of 
that Church which they wil cleane vnto, but 
in ſolemne ſhew of ceremonies, and pompe 
of Pꝛelates:t᷑a ithfull Chꝛiſtians do emdent- 
ly ſee in the holy Scriptures, ſuch a founda- 

tion of Pꝛophets and Apoſſies iopned vnts 
Chiilt the head toꝛner ſtone, as is moll ne- 
tellarp, commadious , and ſufficient foz 
them, in faith, doctrine , and connerſation, 
to be framed, iopned and made members 
and partes agrœable vnto that head and 
foundation.

ts defirc and belene-that their ſinnes ſhall 
be vtterly aboliſhed , their bodies from 
corruption and death changed and raiſed, 
that ther the mſelues vnto the Image of 
Eod in Chꝛiſt refozmed, map in life euerla⸗ 
ing with ChuTbeglozifved. 

Foz in the light of the Goſpel of Chil, is 
the vncouered face of Chaift, the euident ex-

lruers into the ſame Image of godlinefle, 


which is in Chꝛiſts doctring and conuerſa- 
tion, as doth moue and make men to putof 
old Adam, that they may become new crea- 
tures in Chꝛiſt.

| Feo2ſuch is the good oꝛdinance of God, 
to vſe all manner of meanes , to bꝛing men 
from vaine hope in any other thing vnto 
ſure faith in Ch itt onely, which commeth 
by hear ing of Gods woꝛd accozding bntg; 
Chiifts Goſpell. 
Foot all the awd creatures of G D D; 
and of the habilitie of fræwill man had 
ſafficient experiente in Paradiſe,afoze there 
was any inürmitie, and coꝛruption of na⸗ 
ture by reaſon of ſinne.

men: but with holineſſe and righteonſnefſe 
acceptable aſoze God. The godly coſtly o2- 
naments and deckings of the Tabernacle of 
Moſes, of the Temple of Salomon, curtonfl 
w2ought by the handes of cunning wozke- 
men, ſerued but foꝛ a ſeaſon, and could ns 
longer continue either to pleafe God, oꝛ pꝛo⸗ 
ſtt man. But faith which wozketh by chari- 
ty, and is in hearing ofthe Goſpell wzought 
in the hear tes and mindes of men by the in⸗ 
ſpiration of the haly Ghoſt, with beautifull 
fenites of charitable woꝛkes, ſhall alwaies 
ſhine and ſet foꝛth the glo2ie of God in the 
Church. of Chꝛiſt: fo) Chꝛiſts Church is 
the elect kind2ed, the Kingly Pꝛieſthod the 
holy aſſembly, t the peculiar people, which 
God hath called out of darknefſe, vnto his 
merueilaus light, fo2 to ſhew and ſet foꝛth 
his vertues. | 
They bee ſurely built vpon the foundati- 
on of the Pzophets and the Apoſtles , fait 
framed vnto the head comer.ſtone, Chailf, 
in faith euer wozking and faſhioning them 
by 
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bv tharitie, fo confozmable vnto the exam 
ple & doctrine of Chꝛiſt ſet foꝛth by the Pꝛo⸗ 
phets, Apoſtles, and Cuangelifts, that all 
Ddinelliſh deceitfulneſſe in the woꝛld tan nei⸗ 
ther blinde. noꝛ bꝛing them to miſtake, and 
fo:fake their Loꝛd and Sauicur Chꝛiſt, and 
his holy Catholike Church: foꝛ they in faith 
doe ener ſc the face of Chꝛiſt. and the foꝛme 
and faſhion of Chꝛiſts Church in holy fcrip- 
tures, euen ſa as God by his wo2d doth ſuf- 
fictently ſhew to bee ſcene , knowne and re. 
uerenced of all men at all times, and in all 
places. 

But fuch men as care not foʒ the @crip- 
tures cannot clearely ſi 02 know any thing 
that is god and godlp,but boldly and blind- 
ly in all things miſiudge, miffake, and mil⸗ 
like Chꝛiſt, and his holy Church, acco2ding 
vnto the common cuſtome, and mans fonds 
imagination. Fo2 when as they will not 
learne to vnderſtand and know the truth, 
by the woꝛd of God, then they doe deſerue 
to be deceiued with lies, by the craft of the 
Diuell, in learning ſuch ſapings,as lacketh 
all knowledge ano vnderſtanding. What 
knowledge oz pnderſtanding get they which 


learne to ſay , that they dog beleene as the 
Church 
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Church teacheth? and ber taught toſay and 
confeſſe their beltefe tina ſtrange language? 
when as they ſap , J doe · beleeue as the 
Church teacheth; and the Church teacheth, 
them that vnderſtand no Latine to ſap,Cre- 
do in Deum, Patrem omnipotentem &c, 
Purely in ſuch ſapings they learne to bn- 
derſtand and perceine nothing , but take 
whatloeuer commeth by the craft of the Di- 
tell into their imagination ſo highly, that 

| they will neuer humble themſelues to bee 
| taught of Gods Spirit, by Gods wozd fru- 
ly. Foz there is no leſſon that liketh and 
leaſeth them ſo well, as the leſſon of that 
octo2 which ſaith, Say that thou belceneſf 
as the Church doth, and my ſoule fo2 thine. 
Oh what it auaileth a man to ſay woꝛdes, 
the which he doth nothing perteiue in mind. 
noz declare in derdes, oꝛ whois able in hea- 
nen oz Car ih to pay the pzice, o2 gage the 
pledge of mans ſoule , but onely Chiſt the 
ſonne of God, Take heed : fo2 the falling of 
| their Doctoz 02 Teacher into the dungeon 
of damnation is no excuſe foʒ them that wil- 
fully follow a blinde guide. They are wil- 
full and blinde, which refuſe the Goſpell of 
God and follow the doctrine of men. They 


dg# 
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deſerue to bee damned foꝛ foll wing a blinde 
guide, whch will not bee taught the Chꝛi⸗ 


ſtian belerue but in ſuch a tongue as they 


can vnderffand neuer a woꝛd: which will 
not be perſwade d to belæue the holy Ca 
tholike Church, but in ſuch ſozf as they 
ſholl neither beleeue no2 know the Goſpell 
of Chꝛiſt. Foz they which learne by the 
Golpell to know Chꝛiſt and belteue in him, 
haue a linely faith wozking by charitie, not 
of ſetfe⸗loue ſeeking by their owne merits to 
laue themſelues, o2 to haue vaine gloꝛie, 
but knowing and beleeuing that they bee ſas 
ned wholy by Chꝛiſts merits only, of a pute 
lone towardes God and their neighbour; 
without any truſt oꝛ loking vnto the woz- 
thinelle of their owne deedes, they bee ear 
neftly bent vnto god woꝛkes to the glo2ie of 
God, and the p2ofit of all men. V 

Thou that lackeſt the light of the Gol⸗ 
pell, maiſt ſap, that thou beleeneſt as the 
Church doth , and pet thinke in thy heart 
that thou by thy god de&des maiſt be ſaued: 
pea that thou wouldſt not doe god derdes, 
but that thou beleneft by them to wie 
heauen,and ſo truſting fo win heauen by thy 
god wozkes, which the truth of the Goſpel 
teã⸗ 
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teacheth cannot be purchaſedbut by Chzifts 


bloud, and doingall thy wHkes fo2 lone of 
thy ſelfe, without pure loue of God and thy 
neighboꝛ, albeit thou ſay dnto men, that thon 
belruefk as the Church doth, vet afo2e God 
thy heart and mind is void of Chziſtian faith 
and godlycharitie, and farre from any true 
une of Chzilt and his Golpell,

y rence gbetwirt the pure

trie. If the harlot know ſhe 

—_ ſhall not bee fozſaken, then 
will ti fe light to offend her paramour, in 
daliance with other: the moꝛe afſured that 
an honeſt Matron is of her Huſbands loue, 
the moze diligent will ſhe ber to pleaſe him 
onlp⸗ 
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only, and to paſſefo2 none other. #09 there 
is great differeffce bet wirt the godly chari- 
tie ot Chꝛiſtians and the ſelfe⸗loue of woꝛld⸗ 
lings. Foz tell the wo2ldling that God ſo 
much doth loue him that he cannot be vtter⸗ 
Iv fozſaken and damned: then will hee care 
little to foꝛſake God and fall intu finne : the 
faithfull Chꝛiſtian perteiuing in Chꝛiſt moſt 
tertaine aſſuranceof Gods loue and Sal- 
uation, is ſo ſafisfied and comfoꝛted there⸗ 
in, that nothing can ſeparate him from the 
loue of God in Chꝛiſt Jeſus.” -

fhed in pduertie and ſickeneſſe: the loue

Harlots vſe outwardly much curious 
trimming, and many goꝛgeous vanities,be- 
ing inwardly infected with filthie foꝛnita⸗ 
tion, and many vile vices. Patrons haue 


outwardly acomfoztable countenance and

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aine apparell, being inwardly beauti⸗ 
ed with modeſtie, hoheffie, and ſuch vet-

Ss comparing Jvolatrie vnto Chaiffia- 

nitie, it is euident to Hee ſcene how on the 
one part onfwardl, places and perfons 
with Jmagerie and Croſſes, Copes, and 

Ueſtiments, Ceremonies and ſhowes bes 

ſolemnely ſet fozth , which inwardly bee fil⸗ 

led with ſpirituall foꝛnication, hyporriſie, 
and ſuperſtition. And on the other part how⸗ 
ontwardly perſons and plates, after moſt 
plaine manner and faſhion without any 
tounterfeited garments Images, Ceremo⸗ 
nies, 02 any Bolemnities in comfoztable 
peaching of the Goſpell, and miniſtration 


okthe Batraments be inwardly repleniſhed 
with Faith Hope and Charitie. The Who- 


rich Church of Antichiilt, taketh of all man- 
ner of men, whatloeiter ſhe can catch to 
make her ſelfe toſ&me gate and godly. The 
holy Church of Chziff will receine nothing 
ofany man, but of Chꝛiſt only, that cher 
may in derde bee chaſt, pure and holy. 
Ther eldꝛe the Baſſe made of many mens 
mentions, is taken as a thing moſt p2off- 
table, and pledſant vnts oe one: —_—

but the plaine preaching of the Goſpell, ſea⸗ 
led with the Sacraments of Chꝛiſts only in- 
Fitution, and o2dinance, can be receiued as 
comfo2table E commodious vnto the other. 
Into the malle be now gathered ſuch ſolem 
ſhewes, dumme ceremonies, with ſtrange 
woꝛds and whiſperings, as afeꝛe haue biene 
bſed of the Gentilss in Idolatrp, of the 
Jewes in ſuperſtition, and of Hoꝛcerers in 
incantations and coniurings: which were 
all vtterly codemned, refuſed, and ſepara- 
ted of Chꝛiſt and his Diſciples , from fuch 
pꝛeaching of the Goſpell, miniſtration of the 
SACRAPENTS as the Church of 
Chailt, hath receiued of CH KJ T, and 
doth kepe and vſe acco2ding bnto Chailts 
onely inſtitution and oꝛdinante. Fo2 in ho- 
ly Scriptures be waitten all ſuch things as 
Chꝛiſts Church did receive of Chꝛiſt by him 
and his Diſciples ſo inſtituted and taught, 
as ſhould ener be obſerued and kept. And | 
therefo2e it is verie euident by plaine wai- 
tings in the holy Scriptures, how that 
Chꝛiſt and his Apoſtles by pꝛeaching of the 
Ooſpell and Piniſtration of the Sacra- 
ments, did teach men in all places, ta ſancti- 
fie themſelues to bee offered as a * 
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to lerue God in holineſſe and righteouſnes, 
aslinely members of Chꝛiſtes miſtital bo⸗ 
die, but how by ſaping Baſle to make of 
bꝛeade and wine turned into Chꝛills natu⸗ 
tall bodie, a ſacrifice, fo2 the quicke and the 
dead, there is not one woꝛd in all holy 
Stripture. no, there is not in all holy Scrip⸗ 
ture any manner of maſſe now vſed; taught 


dz commaunded by Gods woꝛd. 


Foz Moſes and the Prophets ſet fo2th in 
wꝛitings all ſacrifices and Ceremonies per- 
taining vnto the Law. And likewiſe doe 
the Apoffles and Euangeliſts al ſuch as be- 
long bnto the Gofpell. An all that is wzit- 
ten in the new Teſtament by the Apoſtles x 


| Enangeliffs,containing al ſuch doctrin and 
| dedes of Chziſt and his Diſciples, as God

And as the Pꝛophets and Pꝛieſts of Gov 
F 2 did 
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did teach ſuch amemoziall and pꝛeſente of | 


God at YViernſalem , as ſhould moue and 
ffirre vp the minds ol men there to remem- 
ber and reverence God in Yeauen : but le- 
roboam and his Pꝛieſts, did teach and make 
men to bleene that their Idols were n ot on⸗ 
ly Images of remembꝛance, but the ſame 
God that b2ought them out of Egipt, in 
ſuch coꝛporall pꝛeſence then there in Dan 
and Bethel, as did kepe the Iſraelits minds 
from Heauen, and their perſonall pꝛeſence 
from Hieruſalem. Euen ſo now Godly 
Pꝛeachers doe teach ſuch aremembzance, 
and pꝛeſence of Chꝛiſt in the Lo2ds Supper 
as ould moue and make all Chꝛiſtian men 
to remember aud reuerence Chailt in Hea- 
uen, but vngodly Pꝛieſts doe pꝛetend ſuchs 
bodily pꝛeſente of Chꝛiſt vpon their Altars, 
as doth dzaw mens minds from Heauen, 
and their perſonall pꝛeſente from the Loꝛds 
Supper at the Lo2ds table, | 

hen were the Iſraelits blinde and bold 
to ſet vp calfes, imagining ſo to honour and 
pes God in Dan and Bethel bnver Iero» 
oam aàs their fozefathers did moſt diſhenoz 

6 diſpleaſe God in wildernes with Araon. 
And what a bolde blindneſſeis it 45 5 
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chꝛiſtians to ſet vp a ſozt of their Cerems- 
nies vnto the honour of God, when as God 
by thelight of the Goſpell hath aboltſhed his 


- owne Ceremontes as bnp2ofltable vnto his 


Heruice? And what a boldneſſe is it to ſap, 
that Ch2iſts bodily p2eſence is kept vpon 
earth vnder the fozme of b2cead , which ac⸗ 
teꝛding vnts toe Scriptures is aſcended vp 
from the Earth, and glozified in Heauen in 
the fozms of man: 

The light of the Goſpell hath vanquiſhed 
Ceremonies afoꝛe o2dained of God as now 
inp2ofitable,and can any Ceremonies deut- 


ed by man now blemich the Goſpel and not 


be abhominable⸗ 

The comfo2table aboundance of the ho, 
ly Ghoſt did not come vntill the bodily pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of Chꝛiſt was departed and gone:and 
how then can thev receiue abound ant com⸗ 
fot of Chꝛiſts Spirit, which bee infected 
and blinded with a groſſe imagination of 
Chiiſts bodie 2 The fleth p2ofiteth nothing, 
laith Chꝛiſt, the woꝛdes that J ſpeake, be 
Spirit and life: hee doth not ſap that the 
wombe which did conceiae and beare him, 
n the bꝛeaſt that gaue him ſucke is bleſſed : 
but, bleed be they which heare the woꝛd of 

F 3 Cad 
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God and keepeit, as though hee had ſaid } 
Not thoſe which would haue him God and 
man in bodily pꝛeſence, oꝛ imagine him ta 
bee in any viſible thing: but thoſe which 
know and honour God in the truth of his 
wozd and pꝛeſence ok Spirit be bleſſed. 
Thoſe in Wilderneſſe which did not know 
what was become of Moſes being in talke 
with God vpon the top of the mountaine, 
becanſe they did deſire and imsgine a bodi- 
ly p:eſence of God to bee with them at the 
fot of the mouutaine, could not be conten⸗ 
ted and comfo2ted witha true ſpiritual pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of God, but were deceived and pla⸗ 
gued fo2 the vaine imagination of a bodily 
pꝛeſence. Thoſe can haue no comfoztable 
feeding of the woꝛds, which bee Spirit and 
life, at the Loꝛdes Supper, which will haue 
a wonderfull gaſing ffocke at a go2geous 
Maſle. Which will defire and imagine 
Chꝛiſt to be bod ily vpon earth, becauſe they 
doe not ſee and know by faith Chꝛiſts bodie 
gloꝛiſied in heanen, as cauſeth his ſpirituall 
p:eſence, euer to continew moſt comfoꝛta⸗ 
ble * all the faithfull in any place vpon 
earth. 8 
The plaine pꝛeaching of Gods wo2de 
e ; — (urelyp 
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furely ſealed with the Sacrament of the 
Loꝛds ſupper, ſheweth and offereth in Spt- 
rit and truth to bee ſeene and receiued by 
faith, the bodie and blond of Ch N18 
glszified in Yeauen in the koꝛme of man. 

The ſtrange language, ſecret whiſpe- 
rings and ſolemne ſhew of Ceremonies in 
the Paſſe , ſerne and pleaſe the blind ima- 
gination of man in foꝛged banifie , p2e- 
ſuming to place the bodie and blond of 
Ch T vpon the Altar, there to bee 
honoured and ſacrificed vnder the fozme of 
bzead and wine. 


CHAP. VII. 


The euill and dangerous abuſes of the good 


creatures and words of God, 


DD D is all truth aud all 
godnſſe, therefoꝛe euerie 
thing of Gods creation, D2- 
I dinance, o: inſtitution is trus 
and god. 
| All men ber liars, and all 
the imagination ot mans heart is nothing 
but euill : therefoze man pꝛeſuming ts 
F 4 coun⸗ 
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counterfeite the creature,and fo contrary oz 
amend the oꝛdinance and inſtitutid of God, 
can deniſe and imagine nothing , but that 
which is fained and phantaſticall, euill and 
abhominable. Some lay that they doe not o⸗ 
therwiſe imagine and hono2 God there, but 
as thep be taught and commanded by their 
Pꝛieſts and ſuch as haue higheſt authozitie 
ouer them. So might the Jdolaters i in Mil⸗ 
derneſſe with Aaron, and in Dan and Bethel 
vnder Icroboam haue anſwered. Foz Aaron 
and leroboam did teach and commaund the 
people to doe reuerence there, not as vnto 
Images oꝛ Idols, but vnto the God that 
bꝛought them ont of the Land of Egipt. 
Yowbeit fo2 all that euer the Pꝛieſt could 
teach oꝛ the King commaund, thoſe Images 
were Jdols, & all they abhominable Jdola- 
ters, which did beleenec that doctrine of the 
Ptielt, „oz obey that commaundement of the 

ing 

Wherefozeitisnot the teaching of Pze- { 
lates,no2 the commanndgment of Pzinces, 
which ca cauſe Chꝛiſt to be bodily after ſuch 
ſoztinany thing as may there bee honoꝛed 
as God, oꝛ that thall excuſe any perſon be- 
lening 02 honouring that which is tonght 
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and tommaunded acco2ding to mans ima⸗ 
gination againſt the woꝛd of God. 
Theylay that Chꝛiſt ſaid, This is my bo⸗ 
dis, and Chꝛiſts ſaping is Gods wo2d , and 
not mans imagination. grant that Chꝛiſts 
ſaying is Gods woꝛd, and that he ſo ſaid ot 
the bꝛead which he toke, and after thankef- 
gining, bꝛake, and gaue vnto his Diſciples 
to be eaten in rememb2ance of him. But 
how agreeth that ſaping vnto ſuch bꝛead as 
the Pꝛieſt taketh, and after bꝛeathings and 
bleſſings lifteth vp , and cheweth vnto the 
people to be honqured and reneroncedtn the 
xd of him? the woꝛd of God w2ongly w2e- 
ſted, and nat rightly applied is at ſome times 
abuſed to teach dinellich lies in ſterd of god ⸗ 
ly truth. The woꝛd wꝛitten by the ſpirit of 
Gad, to raiſe a man from onder danger of 
diſpaire, vnto hope of Gods helpe vpwards, 
was wꝛongly wꝛeſted by the diuell to moue 
Chꝛiſt ſtanding vpon the pinacle wilfully to 
fall downwards. So likewiſe the wo2ds (pos 
ken of Ch iſt vnto his Diſciples to raiſe vp 
their minds in comfo2table remembzance 
ok him glozifted in heauen, be euill abuſed 
of Pꝛieſts, to bꝛing downe his bodily p2e- 
ſence amongſt them to bee ſacrificed vpon 
earth. Sure- 
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Surely this ſame ſaping, He ſhall giue 
his Angels charge ouer thee, ec, TUhich is 
the wo2d of God ſpoken and applied to raiſe 
bp a man from dangerous ſoꝛrowes in mi- 
feries, bnto a comfo2table truſt in Gods 
grace and mercies, map be abuſed by the di⸗ 
nell, to make a man of pꝛeſumption in refu- 
fing the euident oꝛdinance of God, to fall in- 
to the danger of tempting God. And ſo ſuch 
woꝛds as be god and godly, ſpoken with 
fuch circumlkances at Chꝛiſts Supper, as 
teacheth men to kerpe a tomfoꝛtable remem ; 
bꝛance of Chꝛiſts death, acco2ding vntg 
Chꝛiſts inſtitution, may be diuelliſhly whil⸗ 
pered in ſuch ſoꝛt by the Pꝛieſt at the Altar, 
as ſhould ſeeme to make a bodily p2eſence of 
Chit to be ſacrificed and honoured accs;- 
ding vnto mans imagination. There is no- 
thing moꝛe perilous than to take the woꝛd, 
oꝛ any god gift of God, & to abuſe it contra- 
rie bnto the will and commaundement of 
God. The vnpꝛoſitable ſernant which laid 
bp to keepe ſafely the talent, oꝛ treaſure of 
his Lo2d,which was delivered vnto him to 
haue beene beſfowed in vſurie , was by the 
woꝛd of his owne mouth condemned, when 
as he did confeſle that he did otherwiſe "the. 
ths 
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the Lo2ds treaſure than as the Lo2d had 
commanded, And if any man thinke that he 
mayſap vnto Chꝛiſt. L oꝛd I know that thou 
did ſay of the bꝛead and the wine, this is my 
bodie, this is my bloud, eate and dꝛinke in 
remembꝛancs of me: and therefoꝛe haue A 
euer with fuch reuerence honoured them as 
was due vnto thee: ſurely vnto ſuch a man, 
Chiiff in conſcience will at ſome times ans 
\were, O wicked ſeruant, by theſe woꝛds of 
thine owne month, doe J condemne thee. 

Foz thou doeſt confeſſe that J bad the take, 
kate, and dꝛink this in emb2ance of me, 
why diddeſt thou then contrary vnto my 

commandement, imagine this to be kept, 

honoured, andſacrificed as the bodily p2e- 
ſenceof me? The woꝛds of Chꝛiſt be moſt 
true:but when as they be p2onounced with 
fach circumllances as be moſt contrarie vn- 
to the cuſtome of Chꝛiſtians, then they haue 
a meaning moſt contrary vnto the doctrine 
and comandement of Chxtff. 

| Thegiffs of God in all things, and eſpeci- 
Ap his Sacraments be god and godly, but 
the abuſe of them contrary vnto Gods com- 
mandement is dinelliſh aud abhominable. 
The Pzeacher, 6 the Coniucer vle both, the 
— name, 
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name, and the woꝛd of God, and good pꝛay⸗ 
ers.howbeit not in like manner, noz foꝛ ono 
purpoſe: fo; in beliefe, hchauiour,and pur- 
poſe they be cans contrarie, the one vnto 
the other. 

There was neuer ſ&ne in the woꝛld twa 
things ſo much contrarie the one vnts the o⸗ 
ther, as is the Palle and the Lo2ds Supper, 
Therefoze whatſoeuer is well vſed in the 
one, is euill abuſed in the other. And try- 
ly that fault of abuſe is no ſmall offence, al- 
beit that whichis abuſed,ſemeth ſomtimes 

e but a little thing: fo2 it is great ſinne 
to delight oz be occupied in little tritles, 
neglecting oꝛ refuſing Gods great gifts and 
benefits in waighty matters. 

Do doe Pꝛieſts in their Malle abuſe gay 
garments, neglecting the ſermely ſimplict- 
tie of the Lo2ds Supper : and therein com- 
mit no ſmall ſinne , p2eferring their owne 
imagination vnto Chailts inſtitution. 

Do Adam in Paradiſe by the abuſe of the 
fruit of one tr, contrary bnto Gods com- 
mandement,ſhewed ſuch a ſinfull minde,as 
was diſc bedient vnto God, popſoned by the 
diuell, to pzeferre a phantaſie of falſe per- 
ſwaſion , vnto all the pzofits and pleaſures 

in

mo ze gentle woꝛds 5 liberall pꝛomiſes vnto 
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in Paradiſe of Gods gracious gift and pꝛa⸗ 


niſton. boy 7 
So commonly in all Realmes and Couns 
tries, and notably in England,they which 
receine greathonours, poſſeſſions , digni⸗ 
ties, and offices to be well vſed vnto the 
honour of God, and to the pꝛoſit of all men: 
Pet fo2 the imagination of pꝛiuate pleaſure 
02p2offit in the abuſe of ſome little things ds 
deſerue death and damnation bnto them 
ſelues, with loſſe of all things that is theirs. 
The Iſraelites placed by Gods pꝛouiſion 
in the land of Pꝛomiſe by their owne craft 
and crueltie plucking ſome parts and pars 
cels one from another, did at length deſerng 
the loſſe of all together both of landes and 
goods, aud themſelues to be taken offfrans 
gers, and vſed as captiues. Foz the vncha⸗ 
ritable getting and keeping one from ano- 
ther, is the iuſt cauſe of cruell ſpople and 
lofſe of all together. Do Achab in getting a 
Uineyard , did looſe a Kingdome : when 


is hee negligently abuſing the policie of 
| Teſabel did abhominably ſinne in ſhedding 
| Nabothes bloud, 


Take herd O England:foz no man tan vſe 
ths 
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thee, fo2 the inheritance of thy crowne,thari 
Ache did vnto Naboth fog his vineyard, 

and pet by the policy of Ieſabel, with the con- 
ſent of the Rulers and Elders of Jejrael 
was Naboth ſpsyled cruelly, both of his life, 
and of his mheritance : and ſo Achab i iorned 
the vnrighteous poſſeſſion of a binepard 
vnto his kingdome , not of malice willing te 
crueltie of Naborhes death, but of conetonſ-. 
nelle taking p2ofit of leſabels policy, which 
was a woman rather encouraged than coz- 
retted and chaſtiſed by the King and the 
Countrep, to expulſe and p2oſecute Gods 
P?ophets , foz the fauour ſhee bare vbnto 
Baals Pꝛieſes. 

And theſe things then neglected of the 
King, the Rulers, the Commons, and the 
Countrey as ſmall trifles, were ſoone after 

rewarded and plagued of God with great 
and grieuous bengeance.D Loꝛd when and 
with what wilt thon reward them that haue 
moꝛe vncharitable gaines, than righteous 
poſſeſſions 2 that haue tonueped by coueto 
ulnelle pꝛetie poꝛtions of a kingdome bnto 
little oꝛ nothing of their owne inheritance? 
that can be content to take p2ofit of other 
mens enill policies, and allo themſelues = 
deu 
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deniſe and pꝛactiſe craftie cruelneffe : that 
dane burned and baniſhed the P2eachers of 
the Goſpell of Chꝛiſt, to receiue and ſet vp 
ſayers and fingers ofa ceremoneons malle? 
A wꝛite not theſe things to ſtir bp cankred 
ſtomackes bnto ennie againſt other, but to 
moue charitable men to pitie to pꝛay vnto 
God foꝛ their Countrep. 

O England if that thou doeff thinke that 
luperſtitious ceremonies, woꝛdly vanities, 
and craftily cloked couetouſneſſe and ambi- 
tion, be but ſmall trifles, yet ſhouldeft thou 
be well aCured that God will ſometimes 
remember ſuchiſmall crifles , and not long 
delay thefull reward of moze abhominable 
abuſes in greater matters. 

It is a great matter when as anp things 
of great go dneſſe, either bp Gods creation 
n inffitution, be in any wiſe abuſed through 
mans inſtitution. So was woman created 
and commetidey of God vnto man as a hel- 
per vnto tomfoꝛt. and naturall ſeede giuen 
to the increaſe of mankind, being both ſan- 
ctified in matrimony vnto Gods glozy, and 
bnto mans continyance, comfo2t, and com- 
moditie. But the floud in Nocs time which 
d;owned the whole wozld : the fire with 

b21mſlong 
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bꝛimſtone which deſtroyed Sodom and GS 
moꝛ, did witneſſe by vengeante, how avead 
and grieuous a matter the abhominable ſin 
of them was, which did miſtake vnto them; 
ſelues wines fo2 bodily beautie onely, 82 o- 
therwiſe miſuſe themſelues inſatiſfping of 
their owne luſtes vnnaturally. Alſo the 3(- 
raelites in the land of pꝛomiſe did lone,and 
take in marriage many ſtrange women, ha- 
ting and foꝛſaking their own lawful wines, 
pea they did offer their ſeede vbnto Moloch, 
facrificing their childzen unto Idols, and 
with theſe enill abuſes ot theſe good things, 
they ſo infected and poyſoned the land, that 
it did euen vamit and ſpue gut them, as moſt 
vile fifthineſle akoze the face of Gad and 
AKet all men take heede, whichknow that 
God hath created man and woman, and 
ſanctified wedlocke vbnto their netellarie 
and comfo2table followſhip : that they doe 
nothing contrarie vnto Gods 02dinance, 
epther refuſing ſuch comfoꝛtable helpe , as 
they nede of one wife, o2 elſe abufing many 
women, 82 wozſe waies deuiſed and taught 
by the diuell to ſatiffie thier filthy luſtes: 
and that bnder pzetence of honeſt lone — 
| ma 
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make godly matrimonie, there be no crafti- 
ly-conered couttouſneTe to tommit abha- 
minable idolatrie. Take hede all parents 
and vdu that haue wards , that ve bffer not 
pour ſerde vnto Moloch, that pe ſacrifice not 
your childꝛen vnto Idols. ioyning them fo- 
together by pour couetouſneTe, which is J- 
dolatr ie, when as there is none ſuth loue in 
in them, as may make godly matrimonte . 
Pea and all men onght to bewars that they 
tloke nat their greedie cauetouſneſſe, and 
filthy luſts, vnder the pꝛetence ol any godly 
purpoſe. Fd2 when as Sichem, Emors ſonne, 
being the head man of the Citie of Sichem, 
ſought to ſatiſſie his car nallluſtes with Dina 
lacobs daughter, and perl waded the Citi⸗ 
jens of Sichem thꝛough couetoulneſſe of 
gaines to be had of other mens goods, to 


take circumciſton, 4nd appeare in outward 


profeſſion V*e vnto the Iſrarlites in reli- 
gion; then that diuellich purpoſe tcouered 
bnder that godly pꝛetente, pꝛouoked venge- 
ance to the vtter beftruction of Sichem and 
al thoſe citizes Matrimony of Gods inffity's 
tion e circumciſiõ as a ſatrament to ſeal the 
pofeTion of Gods pure religion, were god 
things atcozding r ä |

hainous ſinne contrar ie vnto Gods com- 


that haue granted vnto the Pope all auths- 
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the abnſe of them was a great euill, and a 


mandement: and therfoze is the plague and 
bengeance which fell vpon them, wzitten to 
to be a warning, that vengeance from God 
will fall vpon all Cities and Countries, in 
the which ſuch hypocrites , by ſuch abuſes 
of Gods Oꝛdinances and Sacraments, do 
ſa flaunder the true pzofeſſion of Gods pure 
Religion. | 

O England beware leaſt that thou be 
found (fill to keepe and flatter filthy lecherp, 
touetouſneſſe, and ambition, cloaked vnder 
che pꝛetence of honeſtie, religion, and godli⸗ 
nefſe. Beware alſo of the falſe hearts of 
ſuch flatterers,as eafilp gaue any honour oz 
authozitie from Chꝛiſt + the King vnto the 
Pope: to keepelands and goods from the 
Crowne,the Church. « the Commonwealth 
vnto themſelues. England demand of them 


rity, why they do denie him his Purgatozy? 
and if thsy thinke that there is Purgatoꝛie, 
where as (&ly ſoyles lie to be relicued by 
ſaying Maſſe, why doe not they reſtoze and 
beſtaw all their lands and geds to main⸗ 
taine many Paſſes, foz to caſe and _ 
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fillie ſoules out of great toꝛments and mi- 
ſcries 2 And if they do know that there can 
be no purgation fo? ſinfull ſoules but onely 
Chꝛiſts blond, clenſing liuing mens hearts, 
by faith hearing and belteuing the Goſpell, 
why do they ſuffer any Pꝛieſts in ſaping 
Paſs ſo dangersufip and damnablp to 
abuſe the woꝛd of God, and the Church and 
Spouſe of Chzift,contrarie vnts the Goſpell 
of Chꝛiſt: ye that know, that Gods woꝛd is 
abuſed, ik it be not ſo plainly read, pꝛeached, 
02 pzonounced as may make men to bnder- 
ſtand, know, and belceue Gods truth, and 
that the ſilly ſoules and ſimple perſons, ha- 
ted and contenined here lining in this moꝛld 
be the Church and Spouſe which Chill 
hath purchaſed, pur iſie d, and ſanctiſtied vn⸗ 
to himſelfe by his owne bloud : J beſæch 
pou beware of thoſe pꝛocters of Purgato2yp, 


which by their Malle bꝛing themſelues and 


all theirs into ſuch a mad Maze, as to ima- 
gine that their woꝛds which cannot bee 
heard, and vnderſtand to comfoꝛt the conſci⸗ 
ences of the living, may any wile ſer ue to 
ſane the ſoules of the dead : oꝛ that thoſe 
lands and gods which be beffowed to reple- 
fiſh their temples with their 6wne idle — 
+ [5 
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lies, and with carned and painted Images 
be_any other thinges than the open and 
gbhominable ſpoile & robbery of the linely 
ſtones, members, and miniſters of the ho- 
ly Church, and mpfticall bodie of Jeſus 
Chile. 
And this finfull abuſe hath bens foꝛmerly 
p2actiſed to Englands woe: by ſuch who 
pzetended a loue vnto Chꝛiſts Goſpell. 
Likewiſe all abuſed Dblatiens and Sa- 
crifices do rather pꝛouoke, than appeaſe the 
anger and w2ath of Gad towards man: 
as was well ſcene in the ſacrifice of Cain 
lacking faith: and in the multitude of ſacri⸗ 
fices offered of the Iſraslites, with bloodie 
hands of bacharitable gotten gods. Whers 
foe the Lo2d c2ieth, ſaping, that he is ouer⸗ 
burdened, ſoze grieued, and wearied with 
many ſacrifices the ſaith that the bands of 
the offerers be bloudie, he hateth all burnt 
offering of ſpoyle and robbery, euery thing 
is ſpoile and robbery afoze God, that is gots 
ten oʒ kept vncharitably amongſt men. O 
how vncharitably did the Phariſces catch 
and keepe bnto themſelues by their tradi 
tions, the riches g reliefe which yong men 
by awe vnts their old impotent _ 
p 
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by Gods commandement. They did pꝛe⸗ 
tend ſuch a ſeruice towards God the father 
and the Church their mother, as though all 
oblations comming vnto their hands foz 
maintenance thereof , ſhould beſt haus 
pleaſed God, and molt p2ofited the people 
and thei parents, when as indeed by tea- 
ching ſuch their traditions , ſo contrary vn⸗ 
to Gods Commaundements,they did robbe 
God of his honour , the Church of holi- 
lineſle, the people of their riches, and pwꝛe 
Parentes of due and neceſſarie reliefe 
and reuerence. And much like o2 farre 
woale is the manner of them, which to 
maintaine Maſſe as daily Sacrifice foz the 
ſillie ſoules in Purgatoꝛy acco2ding bnto 
mans imacinatton , contrarie onto Gods 
woꝛd, dae robbe the lively members of 
Chꝛiſt vpon earth, of the comfoꝛtable light 
of the Goſpell, and of charitable reliefe cf 
men; pꝛetending nothing ts be ſo much vnia 
Gods glozy , and all mens p2ofite , as ths 
Baſſe, which indeede maketh Gods houſe 
of pꝛayer a denne of theeues to robbe God 
or his honour, and Gods people of much ri⸗ 
ches, t ofgodlineTe. Fo2 pꝛetending to ho- 
nour God byon the 3 t to relieue ſoulc a 

3 in 
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in Purgatoꝛie by the ſacrifice of the Malle, 
they diſhonour God in heauen, and dange⸗ 
rouſip blinde the mind, and cum ber the con⸗ 
ſciences of men vpon earth with ſuch doe ⸗ 
trine and deeds acco2ding vnto the phanta- 
fie of man, contrary vnto the commaunde- 
ment of God, as be in ded afoze God a kin - 
king Sacrifice of vile abhomination, becauſe 
they be vacharitable and vnfaithfull. No- 
thing can be acceptable vato God without 
faith, that wozketh by Charitie. Faith com- 
meth by hearing of the wozd of God. de 
whoſoener doth not learne by the woꝛd of 
God to beleene in God, and line in charttie, 
but will pꝛeſume vpon his owne imagina- 
tion to offer vnto God, the ſacrifice of his 
ſeruice accozding as hee ſeeth in the fa- 
ſhion of this woꝛld commonly he cannot at- 
taine vnto ſaluation by faith in Chꝛiſt, as 
Abel did, but deſerueth damnation fo2 his 
gwne doings, as Cain did. He that liueth 
in idleneſſe vpon other mens labour s, o: that 
is much occupied in anv other than in 
his owne office, cannot offer his owns 
bodie in diligent doing of his owne du- 
tie, as a ſacrifice holy, liuely, and accep- 
table vnto God Foz he hath no faith king 
ng 
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king by charity ꝛtcozding tnto Gods 
woꝛds: but ſome ſome ſuch witty e wozldlp 
policy as by touetouſneſſe and ambit ion, is 
framed alwaies acco2ding vnto the faſhion | 
of the woꝛld. Such were the Pꝛieſts Paſtozs 
in Iſrael feeding themſelues & not the flocke. 
Such were the Pꝛelates in Hieruſalem 
void of humble diligence in godly doctrine, 
and full of arrogant bufinefſe in ciuill mat- 
ters. Such were the carnall goſpellers,and 
tonetons wozldlings,and painted P2elates 
in England), euer pꝛetending ſuch religion, 
erefo2zmation as beſt pleaſed the King, the 
Qutene, oꝛ higheſt in authoꝛitie: and neuer 
ceafing in ſhikting and ſteking foꝛ their own 
ſafetie, p2ofit and vaine gloꝛie, to turne mas 
wp things from euill vnto woꝛſe, vnto the 
great flander.of godly religion, and vtter 
aboliſhment of all refoꝛmation. Such ha⸗ 
ning no linely faith in Chꝛiſts merits, deſi- 
red and deſerved the ſhadow of death, bn- 
der dinelliſh abuſes in a ſolemne Maſſe. 
The gxoſle vices in manifeſt abuſes afs2e, 
were neuer ſo enill and abhominable, as 
was in Chꝛits time in fine; coloured hypo- 
crifie of thoſe which once cauſed Chꝛiſt to be 
truciſted at Jeruſalem.oꝛ of ſuch as vet take 
G 4 bpon 
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vpon them daily to ſacifice Chzilt' in alt 
places. | 
Adam in Paradiſe abyſed an appie,a ſmall 


trifle, neglecting many god gifts of God: 


they in Jeruſalem, and in all places, teach 
and keepe mens traditions , neglecting and 
mg ok no fozcethg commandements of 
od. : 
Panp men at other times abhominably 
ſinned concerning godly matrimonie, and 
naturall ſerde, moued onelp by couetouſnes 
oꝛ carnall beautie to take wiues and keepe 
whoꝛes, oz otherwiſe naturally to ſatiſfie 


their filthy luſtes: theſe Pꝛieſts thꝛough co · 


netouſneſle and ambition, with vſurped apy 
tho2itic,did then in the Jewiſh Spnagogue, 


and do now in the Romiſh Church, abuſs | 


the amiable daughters of the holy Citie, the 
conſciences of deyout men, in the ſpiritu⸗ 
all Jeruſalem : and alſo vnkindly conuey , 
and coꝛruptlp abuſe the immoztall ſede 
of the wozd of the liuing God. Natur 
rall ſcede is ozdained of GO D to con- 
tinue ſucceſſion vnto men vpon earth: 
and the ſeede of Gods woꝛd to ſer ue in 
regencration of Gods childzen vnto Gods 
Kingdome. And what good fruite can 

Go, | ſpꝛing 
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ſpꝛing of ſuch god ſeed amongſt them that 
tondemne, and foꝛſweare godly Patrimo⸗ 
nie? and that wilfully ſpill by maſſing, ſuch 
ſiede as ſhould bee well ſowcn in p2ea- 
thing? 
Aaron in Uhilderncſſe, of the gold that 
was b2ought out of AÆgipt made a Calfe, 
ſa to beehononred, as cauſed God to be of- 
fended, and the people plagued: The Pꝛieſts 
in Hieruſalem of the Law that was giuen 
by Moſes to lende men vnto Chziſt, did led 
vp ſuch an Jdollin mens hearts at Hieruſa- 
lem, as cauſed men to kill Chꝛiſt: And now 

teſts of the ſupper at the Loꝛds Table, 
where as Chꝛiſt ſhould bee remembꝛed, 
make a Paſſe at their Altar there to haue 
him daily ſacrificed. 

leroboam knowing that Gad had oꝛdai⸗ 
ned koꝛ His glozie, that all Jfracil ould 
pearely appeare afoꝛe his face only in Hie- 
rulalem, pet to dzaw and keepe the tenne 
Tribes from God vnder his Dominion did 
ſet bp two golden Caltes , the one in Dan, 
and the other in Bethel, ſaying, This is thy 
God which bzonght thee out of Æ gipt ta 
Iſraell. 
The chieſe Pꝛeſts andthe Elders being 
certified 
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certified by the Soulviours which watched 


the Sepulchre, that Chailt was riſen with 
Maieſtie and glozte, pet to keepe themſelues 
in eſtimation and authozitie, did gine mo⸗ 
nie to ſet fozth , not a figure of a golden 


CAL FC, but a Diueliſh face of a fozged 


lie. 

And now when as the holy Gholf with 
Pꝛeachers of the Goſpell witnelleth that 
Chꝛiſts bodie is gloziſied in Heauen in 
fozme of man: yet to draw and kepe mens 
mindes from Heauen, and to continue a 
pꝛetenſed Pꝛiellhod in eſtimation vpon 
Earth, they haue pꝛetended a pzeſence and 
Sacrifice of CHN IS TS bodie, void 
of all glozy, vader the fozme of Bzead and 
Mine. 

Chꝛiſts bodie was once fo2 all ſacrificed, 
and then, fo2 euer fo glozified, that as hee 
was once in fozme of man ſcene and conuer- 
ſant amongſt men vpon earth: fois he no 
taken from amongeſt men and glozified 
in Beauen. UWherefoze hee caymot bee 
cloked o2 ſhewed here oꝛ there under any 
fozme of Fiſh, oz Fowle, Pan, oz Beaft, 
$32ead,02 Mine, oz of any bodily creature, 
vntill hee appeare in Paicſtie and . 
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| | the lightning moſt clearely ſhining from the 
Eeaſt vnto the Welt openly vnto all men: 


Cuen ſa comming as hee was ſcene aſcen- 
ding and departing,that is, euen in the ſame 


ume ol man gloziſted, in the which hee ſuf- 


fered and dyed. He did not die in the foꝛme 
ofman to be ſacrificed and offered vnder the 
fozme of Bꝛead, he is not gloꝛiſted God and 


man in Heauen, to bee conſecrated o2 coniu/ 


red vnder the foꝛzme of Bzead and Mine 


ppon earth.

All good things be given of God vato man in

and receiued by faith, 


Bꝛiſt by his owe perfit as 
bediente, oblation and ſa⸗ 
c2ifice once fo2 al, hath pure- 
chaſed of Gad bnto them. 
that beleeue truely in him 
ſuch fo2giueneſſe of ſinnes, 


| fach 15 with infirmities,and ſuch gra- 


tious godneſle, that they Gail not bee char- 
ged 
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ged foꝛ notfulfilling the Law, being a poke 
too heauie to bee boꝛne of mans inſirmitie, 
but they ſhalbe commended, and rewarded, 
as kœpers of Gods commaundement, by 
reaſon of faith that woꝛketh by charitie hee 
hath ſc abolliſhed Sacrifices and Ceremo- 
nies; that now vnto the faithfull there re- 


maineth no darkneſſe vnder ſhadowes and. 
figures, but great aboundance of moſt com- 


ſoꝛtable light inſpirit and truth. Foz when 
as he had put away, and abolliſhed figures 
and ſhadowes, fully and clearely perfoꝛming 
the truth in bodily pꝛeſence, then did hee in 
body aſcend from the earth to be gloꝛiſied in 
Meauen, ſo as all faithſull. in euery place 


vpon earth might haue a moze comfo:table 


and commodious pzeſence of Chꝛiſt with 
them in ſpirit , than could haue continued 
batoiſeme men in any one place in bo⸗ 
die. * | | 

So now the mercifull godnefſe of God, 
is in many things by many meanes ſo ſigni 


fied, as after a ſozt it might bee ſpied and 


perte iued: but in Chꝛiſt only ſo pzomiſey 
and perfozmed , aud by pꝛeaching ok the 


Goſpeli thzough power of the Spirit fa 


reuealed and offered as vnto ſaluation : 
ju 
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may be reteiued and enioped. 
Being therefoze that it hath'pleaſed God 
to grant and giue vnto man in Chaiff, after 
ſuch ſozt all treaſures, man can haue no 
need, noꝛ ſhould not haue any will oz deſire, 
to take any thing either of any other perſon, 
02 elſe after any other ſoꝛt oꝛ faſhion. Foz 
it is an abhominable contempt of God, to 
dildaine any thing freely offered of him: 
and to ſeeke dꝛ deſirs the ſame oꝛ a woꝛſe to 
be gotten and purchaſed of any other. It is 
a ſpitefull mocking of Chaift, to ſay that 
any thing may bee granted and gotten , by 
| fome other meane, which Chaift did pur⸗ 
chaſe and bup witb his pꝛecious bloud: as 


though Chꝛiſt had not ſo weil and wiſely 


| beffowed his bloud-ſhedding, as ſome other 
might haue beſfowed ſome meaner thing. 
Dome men imagine that they ned notfoz 

euery thing to cal vpon Chꝛiſt and that they 
ſhould not themſelaes pꝛeſume to pzap vnto 
God but rather humble themſelnes in p2ay- 
ing to Saints to bee mediatours foz them 
vnto God. Theſe mens pꝛeſumptuous ar- 
rogance is abhominable afo2e the face of 
| God, ſoꝛ that they wil not know themſelues 
| be ſo vile, and ſinſull, that none other =

be able 63 meet to bzing them vnto God, oj 
by any meane, topurchaſe vnto them any 
thing of God, but onley Chzilt by his pꝛeci⸗ 
dus bloud. They doe imagine after a wozld- 
lv faſhion , God to bee like a pꝛoud P3ince,; 
which wonld haue ſuters to ſpeake vnto his 
ſeruants: and ſo in iudging of God contra⸗ 
rie vnto all examples and doctrine in Geds 
woꝛd, they dare not take the way in at the 
doꝛe by the which all faithfull be called and 
reteiued as Gods friend s, but in bold and 
blind pzeſumption, to climbe oner other 
waies, deſerue to bee repulſed and 
downe, as deſpiſers of Gods grakk, bꝛea⸗ 
kers ot his Oꝛdinantes, and Traptoꝛs vn⸗ 
to his Maieſtie. F62 God is robbed of he- 
nour due buto his Maieſtie, by ſuch as 
pꝛeſume contraris bnto the truth of his ho 
ly woꝛd, to iudge him like vnto pꝛoud Pꝛin⸗ 
ces of this wicked wozld. And Saints de⸗ 
parted from hence, vee not put in office and 
placed afozeGod to be hearers and offerers 
of men and their prapers, Fo2 only Chailt, 
which is the doꝛe of grace, euer ſtanding 
open vnto all faithfull , is ſufficient to bet 
mediatour betweene God and man in this 
matter of pꝛaper, to bing and pꝛeſent — 
an 
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and their payers afoze the face of God. 


And ſo Paul 1. Tim. 2. witneſſeth where as 
he ſpeaking of pꝛaper, ſaith. There is one 
God and one mediatour betwixt God and 
man, even the man Chriſt Ieſus. Nothing 
that is good can be giuen of any but of God 
only. God giueth nothrag by fozce but by 
fanour. Nothing can purchaſe mans fauoz 
with GOD, but onely Chꝛiſts pꝛecious 
bloud* And they only be redeemed, and re- 
ſtoꝛed vnto Gods fauour by Jeſus Chꝛiſtes 
bloud , which faithfully receine Chꝛiſtes 
Caſpell. - Therefo2e toſ&ke oꝛ loke fo2 re- 
miſlion of any fins , foꝛ any gracions gifts, 
02 fo: any god thing of any other then of 
God, oꝛ by any other mcanes then by faith 
in Chꝛiſt, acco2ding to the Goſpel of Chꝛiſt, 
is an bnthankful refuſing of the liuing God, 
of his gracions gednefſe, and 6f ſaning 
health in Chꝛiſt, to deſerue by ſo doing ven- 
gance with the woꝛld, and damnation with 
Dinels. |

* — into their imagination by com- 
mon cufiome; and follow the moſt part of 
men, which commonly keepe the woꝛſt way 
and furtheſt from God. Foꝛ commonlp in 
mans imagination is ſuch a falſe famed fa. 
ſhion of Chit, and his Ringddm as is moſt 
vnlike and tontrarie vnto the true face and 
foꝛme of Chꝛiſt and his holy Church: as is 
nothing agrerable vnto that which is clrare⸗ 
lp and cornfo2tably reuealed vnto __ 
earc 
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ſearch aud ſ& the ſame in holy Scripture, 
And therefo2e they that take Chꝛiſt and the 
Church as commeth by cuffome into mans 
imagination, doe foꝛſake the foundation of 
the Prophets and Apoltles, Chziſt being 
the head corner ſtone, doe miſlike ſuch ex⸗ 
ample and doctrine of C HA T and 
his Church, as is by the Scripture taught 
bnto the faithfull. = To 
- Foz theyflie from the poꝛe little flocke, 
and croffe of Chꝛiſt, as from perilous Yes 
retikes and miſchieuous plagues, and they 
follow, regard and reuerente the greateſf 
multitude of Pzieſfs and Pꝛelates with 
molt ſolenme Shewes and Ceremonies: 
as though the R ingdome of Chꝛiſt were a 
thing full of wozldly glozie and oufwaty 
holineſſe. Do leauing the Scriptures and 
following ruſkome in blind imagination of 
Chꝛiſt and the Church, they runne vnts the 
Dinell and damnation in Antichziſts Kings 
dome. 
They imagine, that in following the 
moll, they ſhall eſtape damnation, when as 
in leauing the beſt they fozſake ſaluation. 
Pany were d20wned in the flod when as 
few entered with Noe to * ſaued in —— 
Is 
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chip. Manp tarried and periſhed in the fire, 
when as few followed Lot out of Sodome 
and Gomor, Many in all places did con- 
tinue in Idolatrie, when as Abraham wag 
called,and did goe to ſerue God in a ſtrange 
Countrey. Of the Fſraelites which came 
out of A gipt many deſerued to die in 
Ulilderneſſe, and few did enter into the 
Land of Pꝛomiſe. 

Tenne Tribes fell from the Kingdome 
bf Dauid into Jdolatrie vnder leroboam, 
when as a few in compariſon went from 
thence. tokepe the Law and Oꝛdinance of 
God at Hieruſalem. Many euer finde and 
take the bꝛoad way which leadeth vnto per- 
g dition, when as few enter in at the narrow 

gate vnto ſaluation. Mam bee called and 
few ber choſen : pea and God doth choſe 
thoſe which the woꝛld doth refuſe, So that 
it is the-plaine path vnto perdition, which 
the greateſt number, and thoſe that haue the 
moſt ſolemne and ſ&emely ſhew afoze the 
face of the waz keepe by-common:cu- 
ſtome contrarie vuto Gods commaunde- 
ment. 

Manv doe imagine that it God wozke 
wonderoully to ſet vp any in high = 


W Ala, STR... _— 
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ritie, then whatſoeuer-ſucha one doth com- 
maund is god and godly. It was a won⸗ 
derfull-wozke of God. to ſet vp leroboam 
and make him Ring of Iſrae!l : and pet 
moſt vngodly did heg:cauſe his pesple to 
commit Jdalatrie in Dan and Bethel. And 
when as hec was mads a ing by the won⸗ 
derfull woꝛking of God and cauſed the peo⸗ 
ple which hee was Hing ouer abhommably 
to tommit . Adolatrie againſt God: vet euen 
then in ſo doing did heſay, and commaund 
euerp thing in the name al God, as the 
true honsur and ſerniceof God. But nei- 


ther the wonderfull-watzke of God in ma- 


king himKing; noꝛ his non ſaying o2 meas 
ning to eſtabliſh that Mingdome, could 
make az pꝛoue that td bee the honour and 
ſernic>:of God, which was contrarie vnto . 
the wozd and commaundement of Cod. O 
England beware and take god hwd that 
thou neither reſiſt authoꝛitie, noꝛ vet com⸗ 
mit Idalatrie. Foꝛ if thou following mans 
imagination take either of theſe two waies, 
then doe ſt thou perilouſly pꝛocced towardes 
per dition, contrarie unte the commaunde⸗ 
ment of God in the woꝛd of God. Foꝛ the 
woꝛd of God teacheth neuer to reſiſt autho- 

3 2 ritic; 
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ritie, but euer to pꝛay fo2 all men, and eſpe- 
cially foz ſuch as be in anthozitie : and pet if 
any thing be taught and commaunded con- 
trarie vnto Gods woꝛd and will, then ra⸗ 
ther to obey God than man, how high in 
authoꝛitie ſoeuer they bee which take vpon 
them ſo to teach oz commaund. Therefoze 
if thou fele authoꝛitie heauie and grieuous 
vnto thee, which ſurely is Gods Oꝛdinance 
foꝛ mans comłoꝛt and commoditie, doe not 
repine and murmure againff Gods Oꝛdi- 
nance , but repent and amend thine owne 
fanlts, which doe cauſe God to ſcourge and 
beat the with that rod of authoꝛitie, which 
when thou of curſt heart by wiſhing, wozd, 
oꝛ died wouldf>t ſnap and pull out of Gods 
hands, then diddeſt thon deſerne and cauſe 
God to take from thee that rod of his father- 
ly corzection, and power vpon the plagues 
afintellerable vengance. So the Alraelites 
bupatiently refufing the coꝛrection ot ſeue- 
ritie under Roboam, were plagued with J- 
.dolatrie vnder leroboam. But when as 
the childe that is co2rected , oz the people 
that is plagued , doth humbly ſubmit him- 
ſelfe vnder the hand of God, his heauenly 
oꝛd and father, then will God of F _ 
P 
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ly affection cheriſh his childe, ſpare his peo⸗ 
ple, and caſt the rod into the fire, either as 
he did graciouſly change the heart, and mol⸗ 
lifie the mind of Manaſſes, oz elſe as he did 
rightecuſly remoue and deſtroy the power 
and perſon of Nabuchodonoſor, of Saul, and 
of ſuchother. | a 

Take pee herd and bee warned as well 
Pꝛinces, as people, as well pœ that be in 
authozitie, as pou that be onder authoritie: 
fo2 when as the one is puniſhed by the falts 
of the other, then commonly the vngodli⸗ 
nelle of them that doe ſuffer, is the cauſe of 
the fault in the other, 

When as the people in Iſrael kindled 
the furie of God fear fly againſt themſelnes, 
then Sathan had power to perſwade Dauid 
their King to commit a great fault, in num 
b:ing the people, fo2 the which G O D did 
grieuouſly plague them. TUhen as Dauid 
had grieuouſly ſinned againſt God in abho- 
minable murder and adulterie, then the ſin- 
full ſedition of the people ſtirred vp by am⸗ 
bitious Abſalon, ſerued as theſwozd of God 
to plague Dauid, and expulſe him. Contra⸗ 
riwiſe, when as one doth pittie and pꝛav 
fo2 an other, then God doth pardon the 
Y 3 V kaults, 
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faultes, and remedie the miſeries of both, 
As Dauid fecing the people periſh, and the 
Ancelt with the ſwow of the placue readie 
to p2oceed to ſtrike the Citie; did fall downe 
in grieuous ſoꝛrow , tonfeſſing his owne 
fault and pittifullp bewailing and pꝛaping 
foꝛ the plagued people : ſo that then Dauids 
fine was pardoned, and the plague a- 
mongſt the people ceaſed, and both parts of 
God cheriſhed and tomkoꝛted. Like wiſe the 
people after the death of Abſalom; percet- 
ning and feeling their one fauſt-, were 
griened with the expulſon, and delired tie 
reſtitution of Dauid their king: ſo as thep 
reuerently reteiued him, hee louingly did 
par don them, and God gratiouflydid agree 
and bleſſe both him and them together, in a 
peateable, and pꝛoſperous kingdome:: S0 
ſurely whenſoeuer men will loꝛrowe and 
rconfcſſe: their owne ſinnes, pittie and pꝛav 
foꝛ the miſeries of other, then will God foꝛ⸗ 
giue the ſinnes, remedie the miſeries, com- 


foꝛt the conſciences , and bleſſe and pꝛoſper 


the countries, and the kingdomes of ſuch 
godly perſons. 
And therefo2e , all men had need-tobe- 


ware of ſuch vngodlie mindes, as Deſire and 
de⸗ 
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delight to ſee oꝛ heare the miſchiefe and mis 
ſeries, oꝛ faults and euils in other. Foꝛ all 
they that haue ſo euill diſpoſed mindes, ſhall 
foone bee fo2ced to finde and fe:le in them - 
ſelues the ſame euils which they now will 
and wiſh vnto other. No man ſhould ima⸗ 
gine becauſe hee can finde a fault in other, 
that therefoꝛe hee himſefe is not guilty : oꝛ 
becanſeother be plagued , that he ſhall bee 


 blefſed, Adam in Paradire ſound fault with 


the woman, the woman with the Serpent, 
and God did not take the fault of one to bee 
an excuſe fo2 another, but rather as cauſe of 
greater offence , and ofmoze iuſt condem- 
nation vnto them all. The Phariſce did 
finde faultes in the Publican, and had nes 
thing in himſelfe that could pleaſe God. 
The Publican feeling and confeſſing his 
owne faultes obtained mercy and grace of 
God. And alſo note that thoſe which had 
their bloud mixt with ſacrifice, being cruct- 
ly killed of Herod : and thoſe which were 
miſerably auerwhelmed with the fall of a 
Tower in Siloe , were not the greateſt ſin- 
ners afoꝛe God: but rather ſhewed as ne- 
fable examples to gine warning vnto all 
men that ik they would not repent and a- 
mend 
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mend themſelues, being thenſpared, they 
ſhould periſh and bee deſtroved with ſuch - 
vengance and plagues as they did ſ& pow⸗ 
red vpon thoſe other that then ſuffered. 

So the moates in other mens eies ſhonld 
make vs diligent to pull the beames out of 
our owne eves : and the plagnes of other 
mens puniſhments be god warnings foꝛ vs 
of repentance and amendment. But when 
as men lightly regarding the gad counſell 
ok Gods woꝛd, and boldly preſuming vpon 
falſe Pꝛopheũes, and vaine wozldly poli- 
cies, doe imagine that faults found in other, 
make much fo2 the diſcharge and pꝛaiſe of 
them, and the deſtruction of other, foz the 
delinerance oꝛ aſſurance of them: then doe 
their blind eyes which will not ſes and ſoz⸗ 
row their owne ſinnes, and other mens mi- 
ſeries, deſpiſe the long ſufferance and merti · 
full patience sf God alluring them by all 
manner of meanes bnto repentance and a- 
mendment : and their hard heartes which 
cannot repent, doth heape and ſtoze vp a- 
gainſt themſelues , the w2ath and vengance 
of God, in the day of his diſpleaſure, Which 
commeth ſo ſoze and ſodainely vpon them 
that they chall inde no way to avoid if,noz 
bes able ta abide it. D 
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O England take heed. Foz when God doth 
begin ts indge thoſe that be of his houſe t fae 
milp, then doth he make readie, # thꝛeaten 
vengeance & perdition vnto ſuch as be ſtran⸗ 
gers t enemies bnto him. + vnto his houſe, 
his Church, his Goſpell, his truth. As ſurely 
as the Lo2d liueth, it thou wilt not ſone ſ&, 
take god herd, repent and amend, thou ſhalt 
not long be without feeling & experiẽce, that 
carnal liberty ſlandering the Goſpell, can be 
no couer no2 cloak fo2 ſuperſfitious papiſtry 
refaſingy Goſpel. No2 woꝛldly couetouſnes 
taking + abuſing any lands oz gods pertai- 
ning vnto the Church of Chit, 4 to the c6- 
monwealth,ſhal not excuſe o2 defend abomi 
nable idolatry againſt the hono2 of Cod, and 
faluation of mens ſoules. Fained flatterp to 
get e keepe the fauour of man ſhal not ſerue 
02 ſaue manifeſt c manifold periuries from 
the plague & vengeance of God. Foliſh pity, 
weping fo2 v plagnes powꝛed vpon þ green 
tree bearing fruits vnto the gloꝛp of God in 
hcaue,thal not ſerue to excuſe the hard harts 
which cannot ſoꝛrow fo2 their owne finnes, 
thẽſelues e their friends which be dꝛie trees 
veſſels to be filled with wzath ec vengeance, 
fireb;ands to be burned to kindle 4 keepe a 

- conti 
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continuall fireinhell. Wherefore (be war- 
ned by Gods wo2d, 2. Cor.6.) come from a⸗ 
monglt them, and be pe ſeparated from 
them, ſaith the Lo2d . and touch ye not the 
bncleane , and A will receine pou , and A 
will be vnto vou as a father, and pe ſhall be 
vnto me as ſonnes and daughters, ſaith the 
Lo2d Almightie. 


CHAP, X. 


The beft way for euery man to ſorrow for his 
owne finnes , to pitie other mens miſe- 
ries, and all together in ynitie of faith and 
charitie to call and truſt yato God for mer- 
cie and grace in Chriſt. „ 


Engliſh man and woman 
; who oz whereſocucr thou 
art, behold and ſ& how the 
the mercifull goodneſſe of 
N God by manyenils,miſeries 
Wand dangers , doth dine 

thee f from hope and truſt in thy ſelſe, in 
man, 92 in any wo?ldly thing, that hee 
may the better by the light of the Goſ- 
pell allure and winne thee bnto his mer 
cis 
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tie, grace, and ſaluation in Chꝛiſt Jeſu, 
Thou mayelt learne by the law of God, 
and experience in all ages, that thereis no- 
thing of maus mind and imagination but 
the keuill of ſinfall abhommation. The 
woꝛd of God doth witneſſe that what cerc- 
monies ſacrifice; oz ſeruice any man at a- 
ny time did ok their owne zeale and deus⸗ 
tion, deuile ta Honour and pleaſe God, was 
indeed ſuperſtitious idolatry and abhomi⸗ 
nation afoꝛe God. Thou mayelt ſee by the 
light of the Goſpell thꝛough the power and 
p2eſefice of Gods Spirit ſpꝛed and pꝛea- 
thed in euery place, that ſuch ſhadowes and 
figures in ſacrifices and ceremonies, vea 
and ſuch bodily pꝛelence of Chziſts hnma- 
nitie vpon earth, as God oꝛdained to ſerue 
in their time ard place, be now vtterly abo⸗ 
liſhed as bnp2ofitable , fo2 that they could 
not haue continued, oꝛ beens renewed, but 
that the cleare light of the Gaſpeil , ſhould 
by them be (ze blemiſhed and hindered. 
Now by the grace of the holy Ghoſt , ſent 
and come to declare, teach, and witneſſe 
the truth of God in plaine pꝛeaching of the 
Goſpell, thou mayeit heare , fee, and per- 
toiue the wozld, ſo repꝛoued and rebuked of 
4 ſinne 
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fin, of righteouſnes and indgement, as ma⸗ 
keth it plaine and euident, that ſuch hozribie 
ſinnes as ſeuerally in certaine times did e⸗ 
ner p2ouoke ſome ſoꝛe plagues, and venge⸗ 
ance, doe now all together fo fully flow into 
this wicked woꝛld, and into thee © England, 
as doth deſerue vtter and ſodaine deſtrnc- 
tion. Therefoze thou that feleff, and con- 
feſſeſt thy ſelfe ſofe ſicke and diſeaſed, gris · 
nouſly wounded, and heauily charged and 
burdened with the abhomination of thine 
owne ſinfull wzetchedneſſe, and with the 
danger of deſerued plagues and vengeance, 
thou maveſt beſt aCure thy ſelfe by faith in 
Chailt ofcomfo2table delinerance and ſure 
ſaluation. | 
Foz vuto thee , enen vnto ther, lauing 
health is pꝛouided, and pꝛofered of God, in 
him and by him which ſayeth. They that be 
in health haue no neebe of aPhiſition, but 
they that be fickc and dileaſed. A came not 
to call the righteous , but ſinners vnto 
repentance. Come thou therefo:ze unto me 
which laboureſt, and art heauie loden, and 
A ſhall eaſe thee. Come therefoze in ſozrow- 
ing thine owne ſinnes, and pitying all mens 
miſeries, and J will not refuſe the ere 
| an 


— 
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and oblation of the humble ſpirit x contrite 
heart. J would not haue ſef fozth the abho- 
mination of thy ſinnes ſo openly , and 
chewed ſo many tokens of plagues and ven- 
geance comming pzeſently, but to make the 
moꝛe willing to come at this my earneff 
calling, becauſe now thy daunger is great, 
thy time is ſhozt , and thou canſt haus no 
refuge 02 remedie, if thou doe not ſpeedily 
come vnts me, which am willing and able 
to heale all thy diſeaſes, to foꝛgiue all thy 
ſinnes , to deliuer thee ont of all daun - 
gers, and to turne perilous plagues of 
bengeance from thee, into plentifull pꝛo⸗ 
niffon of all comfoztable commodities vus 
to thee. ro 9-37 
Remember and conſider theerample of the 
child2en of Iacob, which by enuping of their 
b:other Ioſeph, call ing him into a dongeon, 
t ſelling him vnto ſtrangers. deſerned ſuch 
a plague of famine, and hunger, as foz- 
ted them to ſeeke fo2 fode in a ſtrange coun⸗ 


trey; and there when as they pitving Benia- 


min their poungeſt b2other, with charti- 
fable lone towards another did all toge- 
ther humble themſelues in pꝛaper afo2e 
the ruler of the Countrev, which did ſpeake 


ſharply 
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ſharpely, then the ruler being indeed Ioſepfn 
their bꝛother could no lo ger vᷣſe himſel fe 
ſtrangelv tewards them. but with loving 
pitie did foꝛgiue them all their fozmer faults 
againſt him, and did make p2oniſion fo2 
them, their father, their wines and chil⸗ 
dꝛen. And if vou, whoſe ſinnes haue can- 
ſed Chꝛiſt to be bought and ſold, to die and 
ſuffer, which haue faiſely pꝛetended, faint- 
ly fauoured, yea ſhamelłullp flaundered, 
and cruelly perſecuted the Goſpel of Chꝛiſt: 
which wilfully and wittingly in mant- 
feſt and manifolde periuries haue pꝛouo- 
ked the w2ath and vengeance of God, 
which haue enued, hatedand ſlaundered 
one another , and ſo deſerued dangerous 
plagues, but if vou will vet now pitie them 
that be in miſerie, and in vnitie of faith and 
bꝛotherly charitie all together humble pour 
ſelues in pꝛayer afoze pour heayenly father, 
then Chꝛiſt which hath all autho2itte, of ten⸗ 
der hart will imb2ace pon with louing pitte, 
take you as his owne bꝛethꝛen, foꝛget and 
foꝛgiue all that hath beene done againſt 
him, and p2onide plentifully ail things 
tommodious 92 neceſſary: fo2 you and 


yours. Me will fetch you from farre - 
0 
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fo that wealthy place, whereas he is a ru⸗ 
ler: hee will gather pon out of all quar⸗ 
ters, into that Church , whereof hee is the 
head , that which you did meane enill to⸗ 
wards him; will hee ſo oꝛder as ſhall be 
beſt foꝛ pou, J ſay ſurelp, foꝛ all you that be- 
ing thus now called, will come after this 
manner, pea if you bee many.al the reſt alſo 
ſhall beſeparated foꝛ your ſakes ; if you be 
but few in number, yet. euery one of you 
ſhall be ſo pꝛouided fo2, that ik there re⸗ 
maine bpan earth any godly comfozt fo: 
you, pr ſhall bee reſerved and kepttoſee 
and enioy it: and if nothing ſhall remaine 
but milerie and miſchiefe , then thall 
pe be pꝛeſerued and deliuered 
out of the griefe and dan⸗ 
ger of it, vnto iop and 
gloꝛie with. |

law which declareth and requireth mans 
duty, doth pꝛaue that man being fraile fleſh 
tempted of the diuell, and bewitched of the 
wozld, doth deſerue w2ath and vengeance. 
And the Goſpell bzinging glad tidings of 
free delinerance, dothſet fo2th the merties, 
and grace of God in Chꝛiſt vnto man. And 
then man by faith doth flie from himſelfe, 
the diuell, and the world, vnto all gracious 
goodneſſe in Chꝛiſt only. So the keeping and 
the walking of the right way, is tho contt- 
nuance # increaſe of ſuch faith as tommeth 


of Gods wozd. And faith that commeth of 
Gods 
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Gods wo2d, is continued and increaſed by 
foꝛſaking oꝛ leauing of other things, to loke 
and truſt onely vnto the wozd and pꝛomiſe 
of God. So Abraham did fo2ſake his owne 
kinred and countrey , leauing all reaſoning 
and doubting epther of pꝛouiſion amongſt 
ſfrangers, eyther of the barrenneCe of his 
owne bodie, and of his wiues wombe, ep- 
ther of the ſacrificing of his ſonne. J ſap 
Abraham doubting o2 fearing none of theſe 
things but onely regarding and truſting the 
woꝛd and pꝛomiſe ol God, was made ſtrong 
in faith giuing pꝛaile vnto God, being 
thzoughly perſwaded that he which had pꝛo⸗ 
miſed was able to perfoꝛme. o Peter regar⸗ 
ding nothing but the calling of Chil, did 
come fo2th of the hip, t walke vpon the wa⸗ 
ters bya ſtrong t ſure faith:but loking aſide 
at þ winds e waues, by afoint x feeble faith 
did ſink downwards in dager to be dꝛowned. 
Learne therefoze all pe that be called and 
commanded of Chꝛiſt to flie from the abho⸗ 
mination of deſolation,nor to feare, ſtagger 
and doubt foz lands, and goods, wines and 
thildꝛẽ, friends oꝛ fbes,fire oz ſwoꝛd: but be 
pe ſkrong in faith, thꝛoughly perſwaded, that 


he which hath pꝛami ſed, is able to pertoꝛme 
| A vnto 
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bnto you in ſuffering fo2 his cauſe, that one 
hapꝛe of pour heads ſhal not periſh,and that 
fo2 the lofſe of any thing heere in this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent woꝛld, ye ſhall receiue manifold recom- 
pence,and afterwards in the wozld to come 
life euerlaſting. Surely all pour goods, 
countrep, and kinred, ſhall not be ſo much 
hurt by the world, as bleſſed of God, when 
as you in Chaifts cauſe foz Gods gloꝛy by 
death, p2iſon, erile, o2 any manner of per- 
ſecution be foꝛced to leaue, and commend 
them wholy vnto the fatherly p2duidence of 
God. But if pe foꝛſake God fo2 lone of them, 
then doe pe deſerne that God ſhould deſtroy 
pou,and plague you. 
A2 s when the Iſraelites at Cades were 
called of God to come fo2th of the wilder- 
neſſe, into the land of pꝛomiſe, then they 
doubted and feared ſo much the danger 
of euils, to their wines and child2en, that 
they refuſed Gods calling, and God there- 
foze returned them vnto long trauell, and 
many troubles in wilderneſſe, where as 
their bodies and carkalles all died and pe- 
riſhed, their wiues and childꝛen were oft 
and grienouſly plagued. bs 
And enen ſo when as a man is called in 
| wit- 
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witnelling of Gods truth by any death, to 
tome ſpeedily out of this woꝛld into heauen, 
then if foꝛ feare oz loue ot friends and gods, 
he vtterly will refuſe and denie, ſo to foꝛſake 
all, e come vnto God, he ſhall deſerue that 
God with long w2etchednes in this wozld, 
ſhould deſtroy him · plague all that is his. 
Foz in flying from ſpeedy paſſage by a fiery 
fagot, which is ſodainly ended: he ſhall fall 
in danger of a fiery feuer, o2 of ſome ſuch 
ſicknelle, as ſhall moſt miſerably conſume 
his body, euer biting and burning by a little 
talittle to make him to fecle long ſoꝛrowes 
of life vnder a llow death. Pea in refuſing 
to come with a courage, being louingly cal - 
led of God vnto lite euerlaſting, he runneth 
in danger to deſpaire, when as by fearefull 
death he ſhal be fo:ced to foꝛſake this woꝛld, 
this life and euery ſuch thing as he now li- 
keth and loueth. Many fearing to be ſhut in 
a ſtinking pziſon, where as godly men haue 
euer found moſt ſweet conſolations of Gods 
ſpirit, do flie from the truth, fal into ſnares 
and bands of the diuell, dꝛawn with grudge 
and griefe of conſcieuce, vnto moſt vile and 
filthy ſeruice of ſinne, ſuperſtition and ids⸗ 
latrie. Panp alſo be ſo addict vnto their own 
1 2  coun- 
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counfry there abiding in the ſhadow of 
death vnder Jdolatrie,that they will not des 
fire, ſceke and finds the Church of Chꝛiſt in 
other places ope'p afſembled in ſuch ſincere 
pꝛofeſſion of Chaiſftan religion, as God 
doth bleſſe and beautifie with the riches and 
grace of his cleere truth and comfo2table 
countenance. Many knowing and liking 
the truth inwardly in their mind, yet frame 
themſelues in outmard appearance to pleaſe 
the world, hauing their owne conſcience to 
witneſle , that in purpoſing ſo to pleaſe both 
God and man, they cannot long eſcape the 
iudgement, ſhame and confuſion of vnfaith⸗ 

full, flattering and difembling both with 
God and man. Fo? in halting vpon both 

ſides, they can. not vp2ightly ſtand o2 goe 
with evther partie;but in bowing vnto Baal 

they fall from God. And hauing god knows 
ledge of God, aud vet gining occaſion of of- 

fence to the ſimple that lacke knowledge, 
they deſerue wozſe than a milſtone to be tied 

about their necks, and to be d2zowned in the 
Sea: becauſe they ſ&eing vngodlinefle, doe 

wittingly p:eſume afo2e the face of God, to 

b2ing themſelues & others following their 

example in danger of the ſame that they ſee

is vngodly, by going to Malle, and pꝛeten“ 
ding a loue and knowledge vnto ths Golp el 
they make the ſimple ignoꝛant to think that 
the Paſſeis not vngodly, oꝛ that foꝛ policie 
a faithfull Chꝛiſl ian may company with the 
vngodly at vngodlineſſe. A man may haue 
iuſt ottaſion to kep oꝛ change am place, but 
neuer to peeld oꝛ agree vnts anp euil and vn⸗ 
godly thing. It is not the flying from place 
to place onelp, but from the vngodly faſhion 
of this woꝛld, vnto newneſle ok life, that can 
p2ofit man to pleaſe God. So therefo2e vſe 
all places as map helpe beſt, to the amend- 
ment of pour lines. And where as pe do ſee 
Jdolatrie maintained and fo2ced by autho⸗ 
itie:tarp not in that tountrev, except God 
aue ſo there pꝛouided fo2 you that pe ſhall 
iot be fozced fo2 feare of man to bew vnfo 
Zaal, ſo2 to flatter and pleaſe worldly pow- 
ers, to heare o2 ſav the vngodly Baſſe. And 
if pe tome foꝛth of your countrey fo2 lone of 
your pure religion, reff not but in ſuch 
places, as haue the rich bleſſings of fin- 
cere godly doctrine and diſcipline. If pe 
kezſake pour countrey foz Chꝛiſts cauſe, do 
not leaue Chꝛiſts Church; Gods bleſſings, 
grace, and cherrefull countenance to pleaſe 

| JI 3 Chalts 
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Chꝛiſts enemies. When as God ſhall ſend 
his meſſenger in the ſpirit andpower of He- 


lias: then they that halt vpon both ſides ſhall 


be ſharpely rebuked, they that be neither 
hot noz cold ſhall be caſt bp ; vomited any 
fpued fo2th , as moſt vngodly and wicked. 
They that flatter Pances, and mocke, and 
perſecute P2ophets and P2eachers,ſhall be 
in danger of fire from heauen to deſtroy 
them. The Pꝛieſts of Baal ſhall not eſcape 
the rage of the people, tir red ot ʒeale in ſ&- 
ing how abhominably by them they haue of 
long time beene deceiued, and Gad diſhono⸗ 
red. All ſuch as be of the houſe and kinred, 
of the kind and conditions of Achab and le- 
zabel in getting vnrighteous poſſeſſions in 
ſhedding innocent blond, in vſing and main⸗ 
taining Adolatzp. ſhall feele zealous lehu, 
executing the wꝛath and vengeance of God 
vpon them, vnto the third and fourth gene- 
ration of them. When ſuch as Peter that be⸗ 
foꝛe a woman was afraid to confeſſe Chaiſk, 
be ſo recouered and encouraged by Gods 
ſpirit, that boldly they will charge the chiefe 
rulers, the high Pꝛieſts,. and all the people e- 
uen to their faces, that they haue fozſaken 
and condemned the Goſpell of Chziſt, which 
is 
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is the power ol God vnto ſaluation of all 
that do beleeue , and required and taken the 
Malle which is authoꝛ and maker ofſedition 
and murther of mens ſoules, then ſhall pe 
heare and ſe that there is no way to eſcape 
the wꝛath and vengeance of God, but by flp- 
ing now from this froward and peruerſe ge- 
neration,vnto that ſauing health which God 
in Chailt, by ths light and miniſterie of the 
Ooſpell,voth ſhew,ſend,and offer vnto you. 

Therfs2enow when as God doth ſhew vn⸗ 
to you the abhomination of deſolation ſtan⸗ 
ding in the holy place. Mhen as he doth giue 
von warning of vengeace that is comming; 
flie from ignozance vnto knowledge, from 
vice vato ver tue, and from wozldliyeſſe vn- 
to godlineſſe,and loke not backe at the loſſe 
of any thing as the wile of Lot did, and was 
turned into a ſalt Pillar: noꝛ loke not aſide 
at any terrible ſtoꝛmes and raging waues, 
which might cauſe you like vnto Peter ta 
faint foꝛ feare ſinke in woꝛldly w2etched- 
neſſe.as in water: but ſet pour eies and pour 
hearts wholly vpon the pꝛomiſe and p2oni- 
ſion of God as Abraham did, ſo ſhall ye be 
ſcrong in faith, and take and keepe the right 


way euen vnto the end. Fo2 you ſhall ſee,

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Loꝛd our god God and mercifull fa- 
ther, we giue thee thanks moſt affec⸗ 
tionatelp that it hath pleaſed ther to pꝛeſerue 
bs this day from ſo many dangers where 
to this poꝛe bodie is ſubisct, which wee 
were not able ſufficiently to repeate, and 
becauſe that in it thou haſt furniſhed vs 
with all things neceſlare foꝛ our nouriſh - 
ment, hauing cauſed vs to fœle many other 
teſtimonies of thygoodneſſe: UWe pꝛap ther 
O our God, that in continuing thp fanour 
towards vs. thou wouldeſt pleaſe to receiue 
vs this night inta thy pꝛotection. During 
the darkneſſe of the ſame , we, whiles wee 
lleepe, cannot fozefee the dangers that threa⸗ 
ten vs : Satan alſo like a roaring Lion 
that ſeeketh after his pꝛey, vſeth all his 
endeauoures to ſurp2ize ſome of thine. 
{Wherefoze, O Lozd, who haſt a ſpeciall 
cars 
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care of thy welbeloned Childꝛen, open thine 
eves ouer vs whiles we ſlerpe: Campe the 
armie of thy holy Angels round abcut vs, 
and enuiron vs with the power of thy holy 
Spirit, that we map be p2eſerned, not only 
from the ſurp2iſals and aſſaults of sur ene- 
mies, that are of fleſh and bloud, but from 
the temptations of ſpirituall miſchiefes, 
which expect nothing but our ruine, to the 
end that being come to the next moꝛning in 
god health & pꝛoſperitie, we may alwaies 
haue new cauſe ofretopcing moꝛe and moꝛe 
in the feeling of thy godneſſe, and to exalt 
thy holy name foꝛ euer. And euen as by the 
darhnes that thou ſendeſt now vpon the face 
ol p earth, thou ccuereſt thoſe things which 
by dap p2eſent themſelues befoꝛe our eves, 
alſo we beſ&ch thee to burp in euerlaſting 
obſcurity and foꝛgetfulnes all our ſins, that 
they map not come in light oꝛ remembꝛance 
befoꝛe the, foꝛ thy ſonne Jeſus Chꝛiſt his 
ſake, who was wounded fo2 our miſdeeds, 
and b:oken fo2 our ſins, whole bꝛuſes bꝛing 
health vnto vs: That if it be ſo that in the 
night we chance to awake cauſe vs, O Lo2d 
to enter into a Meditation of thy godneſſe 


and mercie, and that we map thus bleſſe thy 
name 
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name, © Lo2d, that gineft vs counſell euen 
in the night, calling to minde thy ſeruant 
Dauid, who roſe at midnight to celebꝛate by 
reaſon of the oꝛdinances of thy iuſtice, whoſe 
eyes pꝛeuented the night watches, ta ſpeake 
of thy ſaying. And whiles that our bodies 
ſlepe, grant Lo2d god motions and holy 
thoughts to our ſoules , that our fleping 
map be to the glozie of thy name. And be- 
cauſe that mans flepe is an image of death 
vato him, and his awaking a repꝛeſentation 
of the reſurrection , becauſe that in leping 
we haue no feeling of our ſelues, we are ſo 
karre from feeling any paine, and that at our 
awaking we are ſfronger and moze luſtie. 
Giue vs the grace, O our God, that when 
it ſhall pleaſe thee to ſend death vnto vs, we 
map enter cheeretullp into that pleaſingreff, 
expecting that great day wherin our ſoules, 
which, when they go out of this wozld goe 
to thee, may be iopned to our bodies, that 
in bodie and ſoule we map perfectly eniov 
thy ſaluation, which hath beene purcha- 
on fo2 vs by the bloud of thy ſonne our 
92d,
